nent.  and  It  wan  to  do  hli*  ahare  In  that 
BT*m,t  oauae  that  he  had  entered  the  new 
—sdmlnlatnitloo. 

The  convention  today  was  anything 
but  harmonloua.  There  waa  a  feelInK 
acainat  Mr.  Pardee  having  left  hia  party

their  attitude  on  the  Military  Bervice 
Aot.  tha  quaatlon  on  which  t)\^y  were 
forced  to  apllt  with  81r  WUfrld  Laurler.

CWD«  a  matter  of  policy  did  I  have  the 
aligbtaat  doubt  aa  to  my  course,"  said 
Mr.  Carvell.  "But  I  did  worry  over 
leaving  my  frienda  In  the  Houae.  The 
hardeat  blow  waa  when  I  had  to  break 
with  Sir  Wilfrid  LAurier,  in  whose 
great  loyalty  I  believed  and  atlU  be- 
lieve. I  acted  on  my  convictions,  and  I 
olalm  that  those  who  acted  an  I  did 
muat  be  given  credit."

Mr.  Carvell  told  of  the  great  efforta 
made  to  prevent  a  rupture  In  the  Lib- 
eral ranka.  Two  weeks  ago  Monday, 
Meaera.  Pardee,  Graham,  Macdonald 
and  Carvell  met  at  Ottawa  with  Sir 
Wilfrid  Liaurier  in  an  effort  to  And  a 
common  groond  on  the  question  of 
oompulaory  aervioe  on  which  they  could 
agree  oompatlble  with  carrying  on  the 
war.     But  It  failed. 

"But  we  men  who  disagreed  with  Sir 
Wilfrid  lAurler  are  Liberals  yet,  and 
when  tha  war  la  over  we  will  start 
again  where  we  were  last  week,"  he 
■aid.  "We  have  lost  none  of  our  Lib- 
eral prinolplea." 

TouchlDf  on  the  tariff  question, 
wMoh  was  ralaed  by  a  man  in  the  audl- 
^•w,  Mr.  Carvau  said  that  he  had  the 
same  opinion  oh  that  aubject  aa  he  waa 
hel4  for  years.  In  Joining  the  Union 
Government  he  waa  not  asked  to 
change  any  opinions  he  held,  but  the 
tariff  question  cannot  be  considered 
now  nor  for  a  long  time  to  come,  he 
■aid.  aa  there  were  too  many  other  big 
queationa  to  oonaider. 
,  Touching  on  present  financial  ques- 
tiona,  Mr.  Carvell  aaid  that  up  to  two 
years  ago  the  revenue  of  Canada  was 
raised  principally  from  customs  and 
inland  revenue.  Under  thla  plan  the 
poor  iwtn  paid  mOre  than  the  rich.  "I 
tell  you."  he  aaid,  "that  thia  must 
cease." 

TaxlBf   laoomee 

The  taxation  of  Incomea,  said  Mr. 
Carvell,  aa  brought  down  in  the  Com- 
mons, did  not  go  far  enough,  but  he 
voted  for  It  because  it  was  the  adop- 
tion of  a  prlneiple. 

"But  U  will  not  etop  there  while  I 
have  a  word  to  say  in  the  afralrs  of 
Canada."    he   aaid,    "but    will    Increaae." 

"I  am  going  through  thla  campaifrn 
as  a  Liberal,  aa  a  man  who  has  Joined 
with  bla  opponents  for  a  dctlnlte  time 
and  for  a  definite  purpoMe,"  continued 
Mr.  Carvell.  "1  would  a  thousand 
timea  rather  have  gone  to  the  country 
with  my  own  party,  but  It  was  not  to 
be." 

Mr.  Carvell  said  conacriptlon  was  the 
hardest  pill  he  ever  swallowed,  but  ho 
was  foreed  by  his  conscience  to  swal- 
low  It 

Mr.  Pardee  was  nominated  at  a  con- 
vention three  yeara  ago  aa  a  follower 
of  Sir  WUfrld  Laurler.  but  he  innlHted 
t»n  today's  convention  bo  that  ho  could 
explain  hla  votea  In  the  Commons.

not  yet  been  answered. 

The  Foreign  Office  here  now  tttatod 
that  this  reqiieat  from  the  American 
government  only  reached  the  Foreign 
Office  on  October  1*.

Submarine  Toll  Is  Increased 


LONDON,  Oct.  24. — An. increase  in  the  losses  of  British 
merchantmen  through  mines  or  suibmarines  is  no.ted  in  the 
Admiralty  report  for  the  current  week.  Seventeen  vessels  over 
1,600  tons  and  eight  under  1,600  tons  were  sunk. 

The  Ailmiralty  statement  follows: 

"Arrivals,  2.648 ;  sailings,  2,689.  British  merchantmen  over 
1,600  tons  sunk  by  mine  or  submarine,  17;  under  1,600  tons, 
eight. 

"British  fishermen  sunk:  None.  • 

"British  merchantmen  unsuccessfully  attacked  including  one 
previously :   Seven." 

In  the  previous  week  twelve  merchant  vessels  over  1,600 
tons,  six  under  that  tonnage,  and  ohe  fishing  vessel  were  sunk.

Announcement  that  the  civilian  trlb- 
iinala  in  Victoria  and  throughout  Brit- 
ish Columbia  would,  begin  to  alt  on  No- 
vember 10,  and  that  all  registration  pa- 
pers would  have  to  be  in  the  hands  ot 
the  authorities  at  least  two  days  before 
thaf  time,  was  made  to  The  Colonist 
last  night  by  -Mr.  R.  8.  Lennie.  regis- 
trar for  the  Province  under  the  Military 
Service   Act. 

Mr.  LentUe  stated  that  the  number 
of  exemption  claims  flled  here  seemed 
to  be  altogether  out  of  proportion  to 
the  reports  of  service,  and  added  that 
many  of  the  claims  apueared  to  be  made 
on  frivolous  grounds  that  were  destined 
to  receive  scant  attention  at  the  hands 
of  the  tVlbunala.  Throughout  British 
Columbia  \he  ratio  between  exemption 
claims  and  reports  for  service  la  about 
three  to  one. 

Mr.  Lennie  arrived  here  yesterday  by 
the  morning  lK>at  and  at  2  o'clock  held 
a  conference  with  the  members  of  the 
vnrlons  Victoria  and  district  tribunala, 
explaining  to  them  varloun  phases  of 
the  work  before  them  and  making  clear 
to  them  his  relation  with  thoir  activity. 
The  mct^ting  wan  held  in  one  of  the 
fight  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the 
Cuntral  Building  that  have  been  taken 
over  by  the  Government  for"  the  trib- 
unala He  returned  to  Vancouver  by 
the  mt<tnight  boat,  and  today  will  hold 
a  consultation  with  the  Vancouver  trib- 
unal members.

"It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped,"  he  said, 
"that  the  exercise  of  the  highest  right 
of  cltlxenshlp  afforded  by  the  Military 
Service  Act  will  be  accepted  and  readily 
acted  upon  by  the  people  of  British  Col- 
umbia. 

"Kvery  man  who  desires  the  cause  ot 
the  Kmpire  In  this  struggle  to  succeed 
ehuuld  'report  for  service.'  Thla  does 
not  necessarily  mean  he  will  go  over- 
scan. The  primary  object  of  this  act 
la  to  get  from  Canada  100,000  men  to 
reinforce  those  who  have  already  gone^ 
but  there  is  national  work  to  be  under- 
taken at  home,  as  well,  so  the  man- 
power of  the  country  must  be  regis- 
tered and  calls  made  as  necessity 
arisen. 

"Kvery  claim  for  exemption  must  and 
will  be  carefully  scrutinised  by  the 
many  (SO)  competent  and  Impartial 
tribunala  that  have  been  appointed  for 
that  purpoee.

"All  Victoria  exemption  tribunals  will 
sit  In  the  Central  Building,  oommeacing 
November  13."  Mr.  Lennie  said.  The 
Kpqulnialt  tribunal  will  sit  in  the  Sol- 
diers' and  Sailors'  Home,  and  the  Oak 
Ray  tribunal  will  have  Its  <|uarteni  in 
the  Municipal  Hall.

WILL  END  WAR 


Sir  Edward  Carson,  General 
Smuts,  and  Sir  John  Jellicoe 
Emphasize  Importance  of 
"Sticking  It." 


LONDON.  Oct.  24.— Great  Britain's 
determination  to  flght  on  till  German 
milltariem  is  crushed  was  emphaalred 
today  by  Sir  Edward  Carson,  head  of 
the  War  Alma  Committee,  at  Ports- 
mouth, and  by  Lieut.-Gen.  Smuts,  Privy 
Councillor,  at  SheflTleld,  where,  respec- 
tively,  they  addressed  meetings. 

Sir  Edward  Carson  said  the  war  had 
entered  the  phase  where  the  question 
with  Great  Briuin  waa  whether  we  are 
going  to  prove  superior  in  sticking 
power  to  the  Germans  and  our  other 
enemies.  He  added  that  Great  Britain 
could  not  and  would  not  make  any 
peace  without  consent  of  her  Domin- 
ions. Neither  would  Great  Britain  en- 
ter into  peace  negotiatlpns  behind  the 
backs  of  her  Allies. 

General  Smuts  said  that  to  hla  mind 
there  waa  only  one  great  and  dominat- 
ing war  aim.  "the  end  of  militarism 
and  the  end  of  atanding  armies." 

Admiral  Sir  John  R.  Jellicoe,  First 
Sea  Lord,  who  also  spoke  at  Sheffield 
declared: 

"The  war  is  all  but  won.  We  have 
only  to  set  our  teeth  and  the  war  wUI 
be  won." 

Referring  to  the  submarine  warfare. 
Admiral  Jellicoe  said  that  the  figures  of 
September  were  good,  but  the  ^gures 
for  October  would  not  be  so  good.

Twenty-Four  Persons  Drown- 
ed by  Sinking  of  American 
Steamer— Sailors  Killed  on 
Two  Other  Vessels, 


NEW  YORK,  Oct  24.— The  American 
steamer  Santa  Ellena,  7,410 '  tons,  has 
been  sunk  near  HI  Farrol,  Spain,  with 
the  loss  of  24  i>ersons.  The  Santa.  EU- 
lena  was  one  of  the  German  atotpa  seized 
by  the  United  States. 

COPENHAGEN,  Oct.  24.— The  Danish 
foreign  office  reports  that  the  Dan  lab 
Steamers  Anglo-iDane  (SOS  tons)  end 
tlynderbourgh  (1,400  tons)  bound  from 
England  for  Denmarlc.  have  been  blown 
up  by  mines,  in  the  North  Sea.  One  man 
on  board  the  Anglo-Dane  was  killed. 

CimiSTIANIA,  Oct.  24.— The  Nor- 
wegian steamer  Leander  has  been  sunk 
by  a  German  submarine,  according  to 
announcement  made  today  by  the  Nor- 
wegian Foreign  Office.  One  man  on 
board  was  killed. 

The  Norwegian  steamer  Ramfoe  is 
stranded  on  the  Norwegian  coaat.  The 
steamer  is  a  total  wreck.  She  had  a 
cargo  of  aix  thousand  tons  of  com  for 
the  Belgian  relief  committee. 

Leander  was  a  vessel  of  2,9tS  tons. 
The  Ramfoe  registered  a.73<  tons. 


PARIS.  Oct.  24. — The  sweeping  nature 
of  the  French  victory  yesterday  north 
of  the  Alsne  Is  indicated  by  the  uffi- 
clal  announcement  from  the  War  Office 
tonight,  which  reports  the  capture  of 
prisoners  exceeding  8,000,  heavy  guns 
exceeding  seventy,  thirty  mine  throwers 
and  eighty  machine  guns.  The  state- 
ment reads: 

"North  of  the  Alsne  the  German 
artillery  was  particularly  active  Jn-the 
sector  of  La  Royere-Les-Bouvettes  and 
In  the  region  of  Kort  de  Malmalaon,  on 
our  new  front,  which  extenda  from 
Mont  des  Singes  (Monkey  Hill)  which 
we  have  occupied  in  its  entirety,  to 
Chavlgnon.  The  enemy  attempted  no 
infantry  action. 

"Patrols  sent  out  by  us  In  the  re- 
gion of  Chavlgnon  and  Vandesson  have 
brought  back  a  great  number  of  pris- 
oners. 

"It  la  confirmed  that  tanks  (chara 
d'assault)  played  an  Important  role  In 
yesterday's  attack. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  taken  yaa- 
terday  exceeds  8,000.  Of  the  material 
left  In  our  hands,  which  we  will  not 
be  able  to  Inventory  before  several 
days.  It  has  been  possible  up  to  the 
present  to  count  only  seventy  cannon, 
thirty  mlnnenwerfers  and  eighty  ma- 
chine ffuna. 

"In  Champagne,  in  the  region  ot  the 
monts.  we  successfully  carried  out  two 
surprise  attacks,  the  first  northeast  of 
Prunay,  the  second  at  Mont  Haut.  and 
brought  back  about  fifteen  prisoners. 
On  the  right  bank  of  the  Mouse  there 
were  spirited  artillery  actions  In  the 
region  of  Samogneux.  Vacherauville. 
Chaume  Wood  and  west  of  Douaumont. 

"Eastern  theatre,  Oct.  24. — The  day 
ynm  ealm  along  the  wliole  trotit  because 
of    the   unfavorable    weather."

The  early  announcement  follows: 
"The  night  was  generally  calm  on 
the  whole  front  of  the  attack  north  of 
the  Alsne.  The  enemy  limited  him- 
self to  bombarding  our  new  line,  es- 
pecially In  the  region  of  Vandeaaon,  and 
attempted  no  Infantry  attack.  Our 
troopp  are  organising  the  conquered 
ground.  The  number  of  prisoners  ac- 
tually counted  has  reached  8,000,  among 
whom  are  1680  officers,  belonging  to 
eight  different  divisions,  including  two 
of  the  guard.  The  staffs  of  three  re- 
glmeitts,  among  them  three  colonels, 
were  taken  prisoners. 

"It  Is  confirmed  that  two  enemy  divi- 
sions which  had  been  held  In  reserve 
behind  the  front  were  engaged  on 
October  23  and  were  put  to  a  very 
severjB  test. 

"East  and  west  of  Cerpy  the  artillery 
fighting  was  rather  lively  during  the 
night.  French  reconnoitring  parties 
penetrated  the  enemy  trenches  at  sev- 
eral points  and  brought  back  prison- 
ers and  two  machine  guns.  In  Chanf- 
pagne  we  made  two  successful  attacks, 
one  In  the  region  of  Butte-de-Tahure, 
the  other   west  of   Auberlve. 

"On  th^  right  bank  of  the  Mouse 
River  (Verdun  front)  yesterday  even- 
ing and  laat  night  were  marked  by 
heavy  artillery  actions.  The  enemy  de- 
livered a  violent  attack  on  our  posi- 
tion north  of  Hill  S44.  After  a  severe 
combat  we  repulsed  the  enemy,  who 
wfiB  ablA  to  maintain  himself  in  a  posi- 
tion on  our  advanced  line.  A  vigorous 
oounter-atack  by  our  troops  expelled 
him  and  our  line  was  re-established  en- 
tirely. Another  German  attack  on  the 
Oete-des-Caurieres  cost  our  asaallants 
appreciable  losses   without  any  result 


"The   night    was     calm   on     the 
malnder  of  the  front." 

AUaeka  oa  Britlaki 

LONDON,  Oct.  24.— The  official  com- 
munication iaaued  today  from  British 
headquarters  In  Flanders  says: 

"Yesterday  evening  the  enemy  again 
attacked  our  jposltions  in  Houthulst 
forest.  An  attempt  made  against  the 
point    of   Junction    of   the    British     and 

French     grmles     was     completely ca 

pulsed. 

"Since  our  attacks  on  the  morning  of 
October  >3,  the  enemy  has  delivered 
seven  counter-attacks  against  our  new 
lines  without  achieving  material  results 
at  any  point. 

"A  successful  raid  was  carried  out  by 
Gloucester  troops  last  night  southeast 
of  Oavrelle.  A  number  of  the  enemy 
were  killed.  Several  of  his  dugouts 
were  blown  up  and  a  few  prisoners  and 
machine  guns  were  brought  back  by 
us." 

The  report  from  Field  Manihal  Halg 
in  Flanders  tonight  reads: 

"We  captured  a  few  prisoners  during 
the  night  In  the  course  of  patrol  en- 
counters southwest  of  Havrincourl 

'^n  the  battle  front  the  hostile  arw 
tUlery  was  active  this  afternoon  against 
our  positions  In  Houthulat  foreat  Our 
artillery  carried  out  counter-battery 
work  and  destructive  bombardments  at 
different  points.  In  the  Nleuport  sec- 
tor a  large,  explosion  was  caused  be- 
yond the  enemy's  lines  by  our  artillery 
fire. 

"The  weather  was  stormy." 

An  official  statement  Issued  tonight 
on  the  aerial  operations  says: 

"Weather  waa  unfavorable  for  flying 
on  Tuesday  and  nothing  of  special  in- 
terest occurred.  One  of  our  airplanes 
reported  missing  on  Sunday  has  since 
returned.  The  pilot  was  slightly 
wounded." 

SscUa  Bepocts 

BERLIN,  Oct.  24.— In  their  attack  on 
the  Alsne  front  J^esterday  the  French 
at  first  preased  forward  quickly,  but 
later  their  thrust  was  arrested  by  the 
German  reserves,  saya  today's  official 
statement. 

The  French  troops  in  their  attack, 
adds  the  statement,  drove  forward  to 
the  villages  of  AUemant  and  C^iavlgnon, 
and  the  positions  lying  between  these 
points  became  untenable. 

During  the  withdrawal  the  German 
advance  batterlea  had  to  be  blown  up 
and  left  to  the  French.  The  state- 
ment continues: 

"Western  Theatre:  Front  of  Crown 
Prince  Rupprecht — In  Flanders  our 
troops,  by  a  counter-attack,  almost 
completely  ejected  the  enemy  from  the 
occupied  section  of  our  defence  sone 
on  the  southern  edge  of  Houthulst 
wood:  prisoners  remained  in  our  hands. 
There  was  fighting  In  the  fiistrlct  from 
Draeibank  to  Zandvoorde.  and  firing 
ngain  considerably  Increased  in  the  af- 
ternoon.

The  statue  of  Kooel- 
nsko  was  enrrounded  by  Amerieaa  flacs. 

A  dispatch  from  Petrograd  was  read 
aBBOoneInx  that  M.  TerestehenkOw  Tor- 
eign  Minister,  and  the  Ambassadors  of 
the  United  Ststes.  Great  Britain. 
France  and  Italy,  assembled  in  honor  of 
Kosciusko's  memory,  had  made  a  de- 
claration in  favor  of  the  reunion  and 
Independence  of  Poland  aa  a  condition 
of  peace.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  24.— An  order-In- 
council  has  been  passed,  .upon  the  ro- 
commendation  of  the  Food  Controller, 
allowing  on  and  after  November  1,  the 
making  and  sale  of  oleomargarine  In 
Canada. 

Suspension  of  the  prohibition  of  Its 
manufacture.  Import  or  sale  Is  a  war 
measure  only,  and  will  apply  while  the 
present  abnormal  conditions  prevail. 
The  conclusion  of  such  period  is  to  be 
determined  by  the  Qovernor-Ueneral-in- 
Council.  Strict  provisions  are  Incor- 
porated in  the  order  to  protect  the  pub- 
lic and  the  farmers  against  the  fraudu- 
lent sale  of  oleomargarine  as   butter. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Food 
Controller  wuh  made  because  the  high 
cost  of,  production  and  the  demand  for 
export  were  putting  the  price  ef  but- 
ter MO  high  that  many  people  were  un- 
able to  get  It.  To  reduce  the  price 
arbitrarily  would  have  been  unfair  to 
the  produoer. 

The  only  alternative  waa  to  enable 
those  who  could  not  sftord  to  buy  but- 
ter to  secure  the  necessary  animal  fats 
In  some  wholesome  sulmtitute  form 
The  Food  Controller  states  that  the 
dairy  in  this  way  will  not  sufbr  by 
reason  of  the  sals  of  oleomargarine  In 
Canada. 

"Oleomargarine"  is  defined  in  the  or- 
der aa  Including  "Oleomargarine,  mar* 
gartne.  butterlne,  or  any  other  substi- 
tute for  butter  which  Is  made  wholly 
or  In  part  from  any  fat  other  than  from 
milk  and  cream,  which  contains  no 
foreign  coloring  matter  and  which  doea 
not  contain  more  than  It  per  cent  of 
waur." 

Persons  wishing  to  make  or  to  Im- 
port oleomargarine  must  first  obtain 
a  licence  from  tha  Food  Controller,  and 
svch  licence  may  be  cancelled  ia  case 
of  violation  of  any  of  the  regulatloaa. 
Oleovaargarlne  made  la  Canada  must 
bo  produced  under  the  sapervlatoa  of 
the  Mlnfafter  of  Asrieultore,  aad  no 
oleomargarlae  may  he  Imported  into 
Um  country  unless  It  has  been  made 
under  Government  supervision  in  the 
country  of  productloci.  The  Food  Con- 
troller Is  given  the  power  to  regolate 
the  price  and  quality  of  all  oleo: 
garine  sold    In   Canada.

'Hon.  Martin  Burrell  Will  Ad- 
dress Meetings  During  Elec- 
tion Campaign  —  Praises 
Hon.  Mr.  Crerar. 


■vyiNNlPEQ,  Oct.  24.— "I  believe  that 
Ilcn.  Mr.  Crerar  will  make  good.  He 
impresses  me  as  being  an  exceedingly 
capable  and  a  capital  business  man, 
declared  Honj^^artln  Burrell,  Secretary 
of  State,  and  formerly  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture,  who,  along  with  Mrs.  Burrell, 
passed  through  Wlnn)peg  tonight  on  his 
way   to  the  coast.

INTERIOR  POWER 


West  Kootena^^  Company 
Malcing  Important  Improve- 
ments in  Its  System  at  Cost 
of  Couple  of  Millions. 


iROSSLAND,  Oct.  24. — Preliminary 
work  has  already  been  commenced  on 
the  extension  of  the  high  power  line  of 
the  West  Kootenay  Power  Company  to 
Copper  Mountain,  near  Princeton.  The 
main  exuaaion  will  be  about  100  roller 
in  length  by  air  line  and  will  run  via 
Camp  McKinney  with  branches  to  Pen- 
tieton  and  Princeton.  It  Is  understood 
that  t1i%  cost  of  the  new  line  with  lat- 
erals and  aubstations  will  be  between 
|>,«0«,000  and  |t,600,e«0. 

The  project  has  been  under  consider- 
ation for  some  months  and  veveral  trips 
over  the  district  wa«  recently  made  by 
Mr.  3.  J.  Warren,  president  of  the  K.  V. 
R.,  man^agtng  director  of  the  Trail  Con- 
solidated and  also  of  the  power  com- 
pany, with  Mr.  L.  A.  Campbell,  general 
manager  of  the  power  concern. 

At  preaent  the  Weat  Kootenay  Power 
Company  supplies  "Juice"  to  the  mining 
and  smelting  industries  of  West  Koo- 
tenay and  Boundary,  aa  well,  aa  for  do- 
mestic use  at  Rossland.  Tfall,  Orciiu 
Forks.  Phoenix,  and  other  towna  While 
the  propqaed  extension  will  b«  primarily 
to  give  power  to  Copper  Mountain, 
where  the  Canada  Copper  Companr  wQl 
send  t>.SOO.O«0  within  the  next  two 
yearn  In  development  aod  mining  work.

MAKES  STATEMENT 


■eeeat  Order  Made  far 
Ing  Ceet  *t  Cereals  te 


OTTAWA.  Oct  tt. — "^e  are  trying  to 
reduce  tha  ooat  of  dlatrlhutling  foods  to 
the  lowest  possible  margin  without  up- 
setting the  whole  economic  machinery." 

Such  was  the  statement  made  to  the 
Canadian  Press  today  by  Hon.  W.  J. 
Hanna,  food  ecntroUer,  when  httor- 
vlewed  with  regard  to  the  restrictions 
on  the  sale  of  package  fooda.

WABHINOTON.  Oct  t4.— What  tb 
credited  aa  holnc  aa  aocarate  pletare 
of  conditions  In  Oarmany  reaching 
Washington  today  in  an  ofllclal  tele- 
graphic report  representu  the  situation 
as  ona  of  political  and  economic  dis- 
tress tiiat  is  causing  a  great  deal  of 
dliMontent.  It  represento  the  Socialists 
as  being  active  and  threatening  to  «iuit 
German  factories  if  the  war  goes  into 
the  Winter,  and  asserts  that  there  have 
been  uprisings  in  different  sections  of 
Germany,  including  diaorders  in  Berlin. 
In  which  soldiers  participated- 

"Germany's  population  wants  p4nce." 
says  a  paraphrase  of  the  report  "and 
the  people  deelar*  it  wUl  be  concluded 
In   November. 

"Gyman  workmen,  stirred  to  a  high 
pitch  of  dUoontent  by  the  Boelalist'a 
bold  stand,  stote  that  they  will  leave 
the  factorlaa-necesaary  for  the  conduct 
of  the  war  If  the  war  contlnuea  during 
the  Winter. 

"In  the  moantime  German  workmen 
are  demuadtng  Inereaaea  of  pay  and  a 
far  more  liberal  apportionment  of  food. 
Uprisings  In  several  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire are  toking  place  with  ever-increaa- 
Ing  frequency.  In  Berlin  soldiers  par. 
ticipated  in  the  disorders.  In  one  demon- 
stration 26  soldier*  being  counted.  The 
Franco-British  aerial  bombardmento  ot 
German  cities  anff'  towns  are  Increasing 
the  dissatisfaction  of  the  maases  with 
the  war.  At  Basen  bomba  dropped  from 
the  aeroplanes  did  enormous  damage, 
some  striking  a  circus  during  a  per- 
formance 6f  soldiers,  at  which  100  sol- 
diers were  killed. 

German  civilian  life  presento  a  ter- 
rible picture.  Children  are  obliged  to 
go  to  bed  at^t  ofoloek  in  the  aftemoOT 
and  to  rise  not  before  10  e'elock  becaus* 
of  the  knowledge  that,  being  awake. 
they  would  feel  the  need  of  eating,  and 
there  la  an  InsulBclent  amount  of  food

"InUmed  enemy  aliens  In  Germany 
are  oompelled  to  work  in  ammunition 
factories  and  they  are  treated  with 
enormous  hardships,  especially  being 
diinicd  sufficient  nourishment  They  ob- 
toin  food  by  the  use  of  ticketo  which 
entitle  the  enemy  aliens  doing  German 
war  work  to  earn  SBO  grammes  of  meat 
weekly,  aa  much  bread  of  a  very  bad 
and  unpalatoble  quality,  and  two  and 
one-half  kilogrammea  of  pototoes.  260 
grammes  of  peas  and  10  grammes  ot 
some  undefined  grease." 


TROPHIES  OF  WAR 
BEING  COLlECe 


Interesting  Relics  Which  Will 
Form  an  Exhibit  in  British 
Museum  When  Carnage  Is 
Over, 


BUilXD  THE  BRITISH  LINES  IN 
FRANCE,  Oet  24— In  a  quaint  old  place 
•ome  miles  behind  the  battlellne  are 
housed  many  interesting  souvenirs  of 
the  Great  War,  curious  relics  from 
world-famous  battlefields  and  Illustra- 
tions of  phases  of  dally  life  In  the 
trenches.  German  trophies  for  the  most 
part  Many  of  these  exhibit?  ara  des- 
tined in  due  course  to  form  part  of  the 
National  War  Museum.  The  old  First 
Corps  flag  carried  by  the  heroic  and  III- 
fated  Oough  at  Ypres  is  one  of  the  not- 
able relics. 

Here  also  one  may  see  the  carved  oak 
table  from  shelled  Arras  used  by  Field 
Marehal  Sir  Douglas  Halg  at  his  head- 
quarters throughout  the  battle  of  the 
^Somme.  There  is  the  First  Corps  head- 
quarters flag  which  he  earrled  In  the 
Mona  retreat  hia  first  flag  as  coin- 
mender  of  the  Flret  Army.  There  ar«. 
several  other  flags  of  great  interest — 
of  which  one  must  not  forget  to  men- 
tion the  first  Tanks  fUg — the  first  Por- 
tuguese flag  In  the  trenches,  the  first 
American  flag  to  fly  in  France  afUr  the 
Amerioan  deolaratlon  of  war.  There 
are  (^rman  flags  toe.  as,  for  Instance, 
a  large  one  unearthed  in  the  Hotol  de 
VlUe  Peronne;  another  from  Beaumont 
Hamel.        ^ 

After  flags,  which  are  ^but  symbols 
of  our  army,  come  captured  guns.  But 
there  l«  only  room  here  for  the  smaller 
engines  of  war,  such  as  trench  mortara, 
mlnenwerfers.  and  grenade-throwers, 
with  a  few  machine  guns  damaged  In 
battle.  There  Is  a  great  ungainly  mln* 
eAwerfer  captured  at  Vimy  t>y  the  Can- 
adians. 

There  are  shown  two  (3erman  para- 
chuue.  souvenirs  of  a  brilliant  battle  in 
the  air,  and  dosens  of  enemy  rifles.  In- 
scribed with  the  names  of  villages  In 
the  Somme  or  Arraa  region  where  hand- 
to-hand  conflicts  were  waged.  German 
material  Is  here  in  profusion,  shells  of 
every  calibre,  shell-cases  and  basket 
carriers,  flannaenwarfers.  bombs,  axes. 
knives,  pistole,  wire-cutters,  and  a 
unique  collection  of  trench  clubs.  In- 
cluding one  with  a  flexible  handle  and 
a  heavy  steel  head,  poeltlvely  devUlah 
In  Ito  Ingenuity.

Shareholder  Applies  for  an  In- 
junction to  Prevent  Trans- 
fer of  Plant  on  Lease  to 
Another  Company. 


MONTREAL,  Oct.  24.— An  Interesting 
legal  flght  over  the  Montreal  Herald 
has  been  staged  In  the  superior  court 
here  by  Stephen  J.  Lehuray,  a  lawyer. 
and  shareholder  In  the  Herald,  who  to- 
day petitioned  Mr.  Justice  Bruneau  to 
issue  an  injunction  to  prevent  the 
trannfer  of  the  niachinery  and  plant 
used  for  printing  and  publishing  the 
Herald  newspaper  as  per  lease  decided 
upon  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Herald 
shareholders  last  Saturday.,  the  lease 
being  for  tenyears.  with  option  to  pur- 
chase. Th^petltlon  alleged  that  the 
majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Herald  is  controlled  by  Liord  Atholstan 
and  associates,  who  are  unknown;  that 
the  lease  and  proposed  transfer  of 
machinery  and  plant  represent  con- 
certed action  and  are  inimical  to  the 
interests  of  the  Herald  Company  and 
oppressive  to  the  rights  of  minority 
shareholder?:  that  the  meeting  of  last 
Saturday  was  held  under  the  presi- 
dency of  E.  O.  O'Connell  and  an  offer 
was  made  through  H.  J.  dliott,  on  he- 
half  of  the  Britiah-Amerlean  Publish- 
ing Company,  for  the  use  of  machinery 
and  plant  at  an  annual  rental  of  $10,000, 
the  Herald  Company  being  obliged  to 
assume  a  certain  proportion  of  any  loss 
Incurred  by  the  British-American  Pub- 
lishing Company;  that  a  special  offer 
for  an  option  to  purchase  waa  made, 
the  option  to  remain  open  for  two  weeks 
from  October  10  and  that  It  was  an- 
nounced at  the  meeting  that  the  Herald 
had  an  annual  deficit  of  ICO.OOO.  The 
petitioner,  who  stated  that  he ,  Is  a 
creditor  of  the  Herald  In  the  sum  of 
IS.tOO  as  a  holder  of  bonda.  aaks  that, 
in  view'  of  the  present  conditions,  the 
machinery  and  plant  he  sold  by  public 
auction,  with  the  right  of  the  pur- 
chaaer  to  use  the  name  of  the  Montreal 
Herald. 

The  case  will  come  up  again  on 
Thursday*. 

It  Is  understood  the  British-American 
Publishing  Company  has  been  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the 
Herald.

WILL  BE  SEIZED 


Immense  Quantities  of  Valu- 
able Material  Held  for  Use 
After  War  to  Be  Appropriat- 
ed by  States. 


NEW  TORK,  Oct.  24.— The  United 
States  will  use  vast  quantities  of  Ger- 
man-owned supplies  now  stored  In  this 
country  to  aid  the  Allies  in  carrying 
on  the  war  against  the  Kaiser's  em- 
pire. The  value  of  the  property  is  ex- 
pected to  amount  Into  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions,           - 

Already  it  was  learned  that  the  Oov- 
ernment haH  begun  to  confiscate  the 
Immense  uteres  of  cotton,  steel,  copper, 
jUcltel,  jeaUtcr.  Oil,  chemicals  and  other 
war  necessaries,  purchased  here  by 
German  agents  before  the  United  States 
entered  the  conflict  and  since  held  here 
In   their   names  by  American   brokers. 

The  resources  which  this  conflscation 
will  place  at  the  service  of  the  Govern- 
ment are  unbelievably  extensive.  Secret 
service  men  under  Chief  William  J. 
Biynn  have  already  seized  stores  of 
copper,  steel,  olLand  nickel  to  the  value 
of  more  than  $2,600,000.  Those  who 
knew  the  true  state  of  affairs  say  that 
the  Oovernment  has  only  begun  to 
scratch  at  the  materials  held  here  for 
Oerman  purchasers.  It  is  said  that  of 
cotton  alone  Germany  has  more  than 
1,000,000    bales    in    the   country. 

At  the  current  price  this  store  would 
be  worth  $143,260,000.  tOovernment 
agents  are  now  conducting  an  inquiry 
In  seaboard  cities  and  In  Southern  com- 
mercial centres  to  determine  the  exact 
amount  of  the  German-owned  cotton 
held  In   the  country. 

It  became  known  yesterday  that  In 
January  the  United  States  will  begin 
to  supply  Italy,  which  la  knqwn  to  be 
extremely  hard  up  In  cotton,  at  the 
rate  of  7S,000  bale*  a  month.  Other 
German  stores  will  also  be  shared  with 
the  Allies  and  the  rest  of  the  Oerman 
stores  In  America  will  go  the  way  of 
lier  cotton. 

Under  the  Trading  With  the  Enemy 
Act  the  Government  has  the  right  to 
take  over  all  German  property  here 
aa  she  has  already  taken  oyer  Ger- 
many's vessels  and  make  an  accounting 
therefor*at  the  end  of  the  war.  Ger- 
many's largest  holdings  In  this  country. 
It  Is   sAld,   are   cotton. 

Most  of  the  cotton  was  purchased  be- 
fore November,  1915,  a  few  months  be- 
fore Albert  began  speculating  on  his 
own  account,  in  cotton  with  Germany's 
money,  Germany  purchased  several 
other  million  bales  of  cotton  through 
houses  In  neutral  countries  in  1014, 
1916    and    1916. 

Most  of  it  was  smuggled  into  Ger- 
many from  Gothenburg,  Sweden  and 
various  other  places  in  Norway,  Deft- 
mark,  Holland  and  Spain.  Albert's  cot- 
ton purchases  while  at  first  made  under 
cover,  not,  however,  with  any  intention 
of  concealing  them  from  this  Govern- 
ment, were  toward  the  end  of  1915.  In 
fact,  Albert  had  several  talks  with 
members  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 
regarding  those  purchases  In  November 
of  that  year.  He  said  to  one  member 
of  the  board,  "The  war  will  be  over  in 
a  few  months.  We  want  more  cotton  to 
set  Germany's  Idle  spindles  working 
the  moment  peace  is  declared  so  that 
she  can  get  out  once  more  Into  the 
world's  markets  as  Great  Britain's 
rival   In   manufactured   cotton   goods."

Kerensky  Implores  Russians 
to  Save  the  Nation  From 
Consequences  of  Anarchy 
and  Hasten  End  of  War. 


PETROORAD,  Oct.  24.— In  an  emo- 
tional addreaa  to  the  preliminary  parlia- 
ment yesterday.  Premier  Kerensky  ap- 
pealed to  the  delegatea  to  endeavor  to 
arouse  in  the  people  the  same  sense  of 
individual  responsibility  at  the  front 
and  rear  its  that  which  carried  the 
Russians  to  victory  for  a  time  In  the 
post-revolutionary  offensive  early  In 
July.  The  premier  deplored  the  present 
dentorallxatlon   of   the  army. 

"If  only  we  could  re-klndle  the  en- 
thuslasm  of  those  July  days  In  the 
heart  of  each  man,"  he  said,  "we 
should  have  peace  'by  Christmas,  an 
honorable  peace  for  free  Russia  with 
the  war  foucfat  to  an  honorable  end." 

The  premier  talked  for  an  hour,  run- 
ning the  gamut  of  emotions  from  de- 
spair to  hope.  He  waa  applauded  en 
all  sides.  ,;, 

"We  are  not  lighting  for  political 
ends,  but  for  the  very  existence  of 
Russia,"  he  declared.  "The  army  In 
the  trenches  seem  to  have  lost  the 
sense  of  duty  and  honor,  although  at 
some  places  it  is  nUed  with  a  new 
spirit.  The  batteries  of  Oesel  Island 
gave  up  without  a  struggle,  while  the 
little  Dago  Island  forces  fought 
tfravely." 

Premier  Kerensky  defended  the  go- 
vernment against  charges  made  by  M. 
Markoff,  radical,  who  blamed  officers  for 
the  demoralization  of  the  army  and 
hinted  at  monarchical  plots.  He  said 
the  Kornlloff  revolt  was  not  mon- 
archical, but  only  an  attempt  at  a 
dictatorship,  as  also  was  the  Bolshevlkl 

revolt  of  July.

'Peace  has  been  proposed  by  the  dls-

MING  OF  ACT 


Chairman  of  Military  Service 
.Board  Says  Operations  Had 
Been  Highly  Successful  for 
First  Week. 


OTTAWA.  Oct.  2^.— The  successful 
operation *of  the  Military  Service  Act  Is 
assured,  E.  L.  Newcombe,  Deputy  Min- 
ister of  Justice  and  chairman  of  the 
Military  Service  Council,  stated  last 
night.  Now  that  ope  week  has  elapsed 
since  the  calling  out  by  proclamation  of 
Class  One  under  the  Act,  Mr.  Newconvbe 
paid,  "It  may  safely  be  said  that  the 
successful  operation  of  the  act  Is 
assured.  The  procedure  which  has 
been  adopted  and  provisions  made  to 
take  care  of  the  vast  amount  of  detail 
work  Involved  have  proved  to  be  ade- 
Quate  and  satisfactory.  In  an  opera- 
tion of  thla'kl^d.  Involving  as  It  does 
the  co-operation  of  sixteen  thousand 
postmasters,  fifteen  registrars  and 
their  staffs,  and  200  medical  boards,  it 
Is  Inevitable  that  there  should  ^  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  misunderstanding  of  In- 
structions In  some  localities,  but  these 
instances  have  been  surprisingly  few 
and  only  have  been  of  minor  Import- 
ance." 

"And  what  do  you  think  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  members  of  Class  One 
have  responded,"  Mr.  Newcombe  was 
asked. 

"I  am  well  pleased  with  the  results 
of  the  first  week's  operations  and  It 
would  appear  that  If  the  prescribed  rate 
of  progress  be  maintained,  the  general 
response  of  Class  One  by  .Vovember  10 
will  be  quite  satisfactory.  The  first 
two  or  three  days  there  was  some 
natural  hesitation,  but  now  the  members 
of  the  class  are  attending  the  i>oat 
offices  freely  and  sending  in  the  neces- 
sary form.  The  fact  that  the  medical 
boards  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity  all  over  the  Dominion  shows 
that  the  members  of  Class  One  fully 
appreciate    their   responsibility. 

"I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
again  to  correct  the  misunderstanding 
•  which  has  arisen  In  some  localities  with 
regard  to  medical  examinations.  Medi- 
cal examination  before  report  for  ser- 
vice or  claim  for  exemption  is  entirely 
optional.  It  la  recommended  where  the 
candidate  is  not  too  far  away  from  a 
medfeal  board  and  It  is  otherwise 
reasonably  convenient.  If,  however, 
this  course  Is  not  found  convenient.  It 
is  quite  in  order  for  a  man  to  report 
for  service  or  claim  exemption  without 
going  In  for  medical  examination.  In 
such  a  case  he  will  receive  notice  by 
mall  In  due  course  as  to  the  time  and 
pUce  where  ee  should  present  himself 
for  medical  examination.  Tf  an  ex- 
emption is  granted  on  grounds  other 
than  physical  unfitness,  no  further 
medical  examination  will  be  necessary 
until  the  'exemption  expires."

Ae- 
cordlnv  to  flvuree  pubUahed  by  the  Coat 
of  Lilvlns  Comtalssioner  on  October  1, 
there  were  S1.O3S,4«0  pounds  of  butter 
on  hand,  as  compared  with  20,480,>Of 
poands  on  ■eptomber  1.  Theao  flfureo 
are  considerably  In  excess  of  the 
amounts  available  on  ths  same  date* 
last  year.  Thus,  there  is  plenty  of  but- 
ter in  Canada,  and  production  Is  belnc 
well  maintained,  but  the  prices  are  high 
and  atiU  show  an  upward  tendency.

The  announcement  from  Ottawa  that 
It  Is  tha  Qovernment's  desire  that  Jn 
each  constituency  supporters  of  Union 
— Conservative,  Liberal,  Labor  and  Inr 
dependent-should  agree  upon  a  candi- 
date la  very  timely  and  should  go  a 
long  way  towarda  clearing  up  the  poli- 
tical aituation.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
the  candidate  whom  the  Prime  Minister 
shall  designate  as  the  Qoyernment  sup- 
porter la  the  one  who  will  be  regarded 
as  such  by  the  soldlera  overseaa  In  cast- 
ing their  ballots.  This  argument  alonf 
should  have  a  powerful  influence  in  in- 
suring that  there  shall  be  only  one 
Unionist  candidate  In  sach  constituency. 
This  was  apparent  from  the  moment  a 
Union  Oovernment  was  formed,  but 
nevertheless,  the  statement'  from  Ot- 
tawa will  serve  to  clear  up  any  doubts 
that  exist  in  some  minds. 

It  is  incumbent  pn  all  supporters  tH 
the  Union  Oovernment  la  Victoria  to 
agree  on  a  candidate.  We  sugseat  that 
under  the  circumstances  there  Should  be 
a  small  executive  committee  appointed 
drawing  Us  membership  from  the  Wln- 
the-War  League  aad  the  Liberal  and 
Conservative  executives  in  the  city.  We 
should  lUia  to  see  both  Premier  Brew- 
ster and  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  membera  of 
this  committee,  whose  taak  should  be 
to  decide  on  a  method  of  nominating  a 
Union  Qevernment  candidate.  A  oom- 
dlittee  of  the  character  proposed  could 
arrange  for  a  convention,  decide  on  the 
number  of  accredited  delegates  there 
should  be  to  such  a  gatherlnr.  and  set  a 
date  for  the  selection  of  these,  and  sub- 
sequently for  the  nomination  of  the 
candidate.  ..poubtlesa  a  number  of 
name*  we^U  coaie  before  sueh'  a  con- 
vfntion,^  hn(ri>y  a  process  of  balloting 
for  elimination  purposes  a  candidate 
oould  tinally  be  choaen.  We  think  that 
under  the  circumatancea  there  would  be 
no  difficulty  in  making  the  flaal  choice 
unanimobs.  Premier  Brewater  will  re- 
turn to  the  city  sometime  next  week, 
and  we  suggest  that  action  Is  delayed 
until  bis  arrival.  In  the  meantime  it 
should  be  possible  for  the  different  in- 
terests to  hold  a  prsliminary  conference 
with  a  view  to  discussing  what  should 
be  done.

America,  to  fulfil  her  part, 
must  have  t.ooe.oe*  tons  of  shipping  In 
tha  water  in  191 S.  it  la  estimated  that 
it  takes  five  tona  of  ehipplng  for  each 
man  transported  overseas,  and  there 
must  be  a  margin  left  for  possible  loss 
of  toanags.  If  Oeaeral  Pershlag's  army 
is  to  grow  to  !,•••.•••  men  by  the  end 
of  1911  America's  ehipbunding  pro- 
gramme must  be  Increased.  There  are 
few  men  with  more  practical  vision  tliaa 
the  head  of  the  British  War  Missloa  ta 
the  United.  States,  and  there  is  no  one 
in  the  Empire  who  has  more  epeedily 
grasped  the  immensity  of  the  problems 
presented  by  thle  war.  Lord  North- 
ellffe's  advice  should  i>e  a  tonic  to  the 
American  people.  Wliat  Bngland  has 
lost  by  his  absence  the  United  States 
has  gained,  for  his  dynamic  personality 
and  sound  commonsense  have  been 
proved  time  and  again  to  bo  assets  of 
potent  force  ia  tha  war. 


Mr.  Bonar  Law  has  promised  that  the 
British  Qoverument  will  not  enter  into 
peace  negotiations  without  first  consult- 
ing with  the  Dominions.  That  is,  per- 
haps, the  longest  step  forward  that  has 
yet  been  taken  along  the  path  of  In)- 
perlal  Federation. 


A  large  proportion  of  the  troops  and 
material  now  being  concentrated  on  the 
Italian  front  are  Oerman.  Probably 
only  1n  this  way  can  Germany  secure 
Austria's  continued  adherence  to  her 
war  aims,  but  the  rlak  is  great  conaid- 
ering  the   overwhelmftig  superiority   of 


the  Allies  in  the  West. 


Britain's  resolution  of  thanks  te 
tlM)«e  of  the  Empire  who  have  borne  the 
burden  of  the  war  should  l>e  rechoed 
in  every  Parliament  of  the  Overseas 
Dominions.  If  it  were  possible  to  have 
a^  similar  resolution  passed  at  some  fu- 
ture date  simultaneously  at  Ottawa  and 
in  each  Provincial  pigielature  of  this 
country  the  effeet  would  be  inspiring. 


It  has  been  suggested  that  when  the 
next  DomlnltHi  War  I.oan  is  launched  in 
the  course  of  a  few  weeks  the  banks 
should  make  an  arrangement  whereby 
account  holders  will  be  given  the  privil- 
ege of  buying  bonds  on  the  instalment 
system.  For  instance,  a  fuO  bond 
might  be  purchaaed  by  the  payment  of 
|1  down  and  the  balance  in  49  weekly 
instalments,,  the  bank  holding*  the  bond 
until  it  is  fully  paid  up  by  the  account 
holder.  We  do  not  know  how  the  banks 
would  view  this  arrangement,  or  what 
Interest,  If  any,  they  would  propose  to 
charge,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  such 
a  plan  would  be  suecessf ul  in  pledging 
a  large  aum  and  encouraging  a  policy  of 
thrift.

Vawea  aad  &lflM  Bateg 

VANCOUVER.  Oct.  24.— In  adopting 
a  recent  reaolutlon  of  the  civic  fire  and 
police  committee  the  City  Council  or- 
dered a  letter  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  George 
Kidd.  general  manager  of  the  B.  C. 
Klectrlo  Railway,  asking  that  eleotrio 
light  and  power  ratea  be  reduodd  In  the 
city.  It  was  declared  in  the  communi- 
cation that  Mr.  Kidd  had  promised  a 
reduction  of  these  rates  to  date  from 
September  l  last. 

Mr.  Kidd,  In  a  reply  received  by  the 
Council,  atated  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  official  of  the  company  had  ever 
made  reference  to  any  reduction  In 
power  rates.  He  agreed  that  he  had 
atated  at  Victoria  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  that  the  company  anticipated 
▼educing  lighting  ratea  In  the  Autumn, 
I^owever,  since  then,  a  public  enquiry 
haa  been  conducted  which,  at  the  re- 
queat  of  the  Mayor  had  l>een  extended 
to  the  power  and  lighting  activltlea  of 
tl^e  company,  a  a  well  aa  ita  railway 
aystem. 

Mr.  Kidd  further  atated  that  he  was 
Informed  by  Dr.  Adam  Shortt,  who  con- 
ducted the  enquiry,  that  hia  report 
would  soon  t>e  available,  and  bearing 
this  in  mind  the  company  did  not  deem 
it  to  l>e  in  the  interest  of  either  the 
citlsens  or  the  company  to  make  any 
change  In  rates  until  the  flndlngs  of 
the  commissioner   were  known. 

It  was  also  stated  that  for  the  month 
of  August  the  company's  expenaea  were 
94 9,000  In  excesa  of  the  corresponding 
month  last  year,  due  to  IncV-eased 
wages,  and  that  "the  present  ktate  of 
affaire  can  not  long  continue  without 
placing  the  coi||pany  in  the  hande  of  a 
receiver." 

Aid.  Kirk  regarded  It  as  unfortunate 
that  the  reaolutlon  referred  to  had  ever 
been  adopted,  and  declared  that  the 
Council  ahould  have  waited  until  the 
findings  of  the  commlaatoner  were 
known.  Aid.  Miller  agreed  with  this 
view. 

Aid.  Gale  derlared  that  the  resolution 
had  t>e«n  adopted  b<>cauae  Mr.  Kidd  had 
said  the  redurtlona  would  be  made.  The 
Mayor  alao  said  that  Mr.  Kidd  made  the 
statement  alleged  In  his  presence.  The 
communlcstion  waa  flied.

Wa»  Profits 

Sir, — ^In  your  issue  of  the  2|rd  Inst., 
Mr.  F.  Andl-ews  criticises  my  letter  pub- 
lished in  your  columns  of  Sunday,  and 
he  says:  "It  would  be  interesting  to 
learn  where  Mr.  Cross  gets  his  statis- 
tics." I  beg  to  refer  Mr.  Andrews  to 
the  budget  speech  detlverod  by  Sir 
Thomas  WlUte  In  the  House  of  (Com- 
mons op  April  24,  published  In  both  The 
Colonist  and  The  Times. 

In  that  speech  Sir  Tliomas  White, 
speaking  of  the  Business  Profit  Ta*, 
mentions  the  amount  received  as  |1S,- 
000.000.  Even  if  this  amount  of  rar- 
enue  was  wholly  derived  from  war 
profits,  it  emphasizes  my  statement,  but 
It  is  quite  possible  that  the  profiteers 
on  munition  contracts  did  not  pay  more 
than  one-half  of  this  amount. 

Mr.  Andrews  quotsfi  a  formidable  list 
of  companies  that  paid  very  large 
amount^  of  this  so-called  ^Business 
Profits  Tax.  I  would  suggest  to  Mr. 
Andrews  that  he  reads  my  first  letter 
with   understanding. 

Mr.  Andrews  mentions  the  Ogilvle 
Flour  Mills  Company.  Nearly  everyone 
has  perused  with  astonishment  the  re- 
cently publlshsd  balance  aheet  of  this 
company,  and  the  amount  of  profit, 
aftlr  deducting  all  taxes  taken  by  the 
Government,  Is  so  large  as  to  make  an 
ordinary  citisen  blush  for  shame,  and 
yet  there  are  not  Included  In  excess 
war  profits,  as  of  munition  contracts. 

I  am  citing  the  Ogilvle  Mills  from 
Mr.  Andrews'  Hat  for  the  reason  that 
every  houaeholder  In  this  broad  Domin- 
ion when  he  buys  his  flour  or  bread 
knows  who  virtually  paid  that  tax. 

The  Win-the-War  League  Is  not  ad- 
vising or  recommending  conscription  of 
the  profits  other  than  of  such  companies 
who  h4ve  made  their  profits  directly  as 
a  consequence  of  the  war,  from  the 
citlsens  or  Government  of  the  Domin- 
ion, or  from  oontracts  placed  In  Canada 
by  ths  Allied  nations.  Even  in  these 
cases  the  league  ia  only  aaking  that 
theae  unholy  profits  shall  be  conscript- 
ed to  the  extent  to  which  they  have 
beett     In   England. 

The  English  principle  of  taxes  allows 
every  individual  or  corporation  to  first 
deduct  from  Us  profits  its  normal  per- 
centage of  earning  power,  as  shown  by 
the  profits  of  a  series  of  yeara  prior  to 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the  balance 
over  and  above  this  percentage  can 
safely  be  considered  profits  obtained 
through  the  war,  and  out  of  that  bal- 
ance of  profits  the  Individual  or  corpor- 
ations are  allowed  to  retain  20  per  cent 
for  the  encouragement  of  their  entar- 
prises.  snd  the  Government  takes  99 
per  cent.  This  Is  absolutely  fair  and 
just. 

I  do  not  wish  to  refer  to  the  William 
Davies  Company  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  ha«  been  managed  In  the  tntar- 
ests  of  its  proprietors,  because  I  Itelieve 
that  every  citisen  of  this  Dominion  la 
of  one  mind  in  thia  regard. 

Before  cloaing,  I  wiah  to  congratulate 
the  daily  papera  of  Victoria  upon  the 
aplendid  atand  that  they  havb  bota 
taken  on  this  great  queation.  showing, 
as  it  does,  that  in  a  crisis  they  are  able 
and  willing  to  forget  partlaanahlp  when 
the  Interenta  of  the  country  ara  at 
aUke.

"My  visit  han  given  me  much  pleav- 
ure,"  wrote  the  Prince  of  Wales  in  the 
visitors'  booic.

On  the  occasion  of  the 
Duice  of  Connaught's  visit,  the  cheers 
of  the  Canadian  aoldiers  were  so  lusty 
lis  to  offend  the  ears  of  some  of  the 
residents  of  a  fashionable  hotel  in  the 
Place  Vendome  nearby.

WI^NIP80,  Oct.  14.— As  a  result  of 
■uc(e«tloB»  made  by  th«  Oovernmeiit 
that  during  the  period  of  the  war  there 
•hould  be  cloaer  co-operation  between 
the  ralfWaya  in  Canada,  an  aaaoclatlon 
haa  been  formed  by  theae  railways  cor- 
reapondlnc  to  the  railway  war  bctard  In 
the  United  8t«tea.  with  the  object  of 
■•curing  areater  co-operation,  not  only 
between  «lhe  railways  themaelvea  but 
alHo  between  the  railways  and  the  pub- 
lic. 

Although  Canada  need  fear  no  com- 
parison with  other' countries  aa  to  the 
speed'  and  elBclency  wltlT^hlch  muni- 
tions, equipment,  foodatuffa  and  men 
liavo  been  moved  to  the  front,  it  waa 
realised  that  a  still  mora  decialve  effort 
mlcht  help  to  apeed  up  such  movements, 
and  no  private  Interest  haa  been  allowed 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  public  beneflt. 
It  Ir  expected  that  through  heavier  load- 
ing of  cars,  elimination  of  unnecessary 
train  service,  the  co-operative  use  of  all 
facilities,  etc.,  to  the  best  advantage, 
the  country'*  need  may  best  be  served. 
Much  can  be  don^  to  achieve  these  re- 
sults through  closer  co-operation  be- 
tween the  public  and  the  railways.  Very 
shortly  after  Great  Britain  became  in- 
volved in  the  war,  the  British  Qovern- 
ment  sent  for  the  general  nuuiasers  of 
all  the  railways  and  made  arrangements 
by  which  the  railways  would  be  guar- 
anteed the  same  dividends  and  allow- 
ance for  a  proper  depreciation  for  the 
period  of  the  war  as  they  were  before, 
and    advised    the    general    managers    to 


form  a  council  -amongst  themselves  to 
conduct  the  railways;  in  other  words,  to 
eliminate  competition  and  devote  the 
railways  to  essential  transportation 
soUly.    — — 


When  the  United  States  came  Into  the 
great  war,  the  executives  of  the  various 
railways  met  and  arranged  amongst 
themselves  to  form  a  committee  to  op- 
erate the  railroads  as  one,  so  as  to  get 
the  full  value  of  their  transportation 
facilities  and  eliminate  competition. 

The  Canadian  Government  having  on 
several  occasions  expressed  a  wish  that 
there  should  be  closer  co-operatton  be- 
tween the  railways  of  Canada,  an  ex- 
ecutive committee  was  formed,  consist- 
ing of  the  presidents  of  the  following 
roads: 

Canadian    Paciflc,    Lord    Shaughnessy, 
K.C.V.O.;      Grand    Trunk,      Howard      G., 
Kplly;      Canadian      Northern,      Sir    Wm.' 
Mackenzie;    American    lines    in    Canada, 
Alfred  Smith.  *  . 

By  their  direction  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Montreal  on  October  23, 
at  which  the  private  and  Government 
roads  operating  In  Canada  were  repre- 
sented, and  an  administrative  commit- 
tee was  formed,  consisting  of  JJ.  B.  Gll- 
len.  Grand  Trunk,  chairman;  C.  A. 
Hayes,  Canadian  Government  Railways; 

D.  B.  Hanna,  Canadian  Northern;  E.  D. 
Bronner,  Michigan  Central;  F.  P.  Back- 
us, Toronto,  Hamilton  and  Buffalo;  K. 
H.  Walsh,  Quebec  Central;  Sir  George 
Bury,  Cuadian  Pacinc. 

A  resolution  has  been  adopted  by  all 
the  railways  in  Canada  that,  "realizing 
the  national  need  of  co-ordinating  all 
Industrial  activities  toward  the  prosecu- 
tllon  of  the  war,  and  desiring  by  further 
co-operation  with  each  other  to  render 
the  most  efficient  possible  service  to 
the  national  cause,  they  do  theteby 
agree  to  establish  for  the  period  of  the 
war  an  organization  to  be  known  aa  the 
Canadian  Railway  Association  for  Na- 
tional Defence,  which  shall  have  gen- 
eral authority  to  formulate  In  detail, 
and  from  time  to  time,  a  policy  of  oper- 
ation of  all  or  any  of  the  railways, 
which  policy,  when  it  Is  announced  by, 
such  organization,  shall  be  accepted  and 
made  effective  by  the  several  manage- 
ments of  the  individual  railway  com- 
panies." 

The  Canadian  Railway  Association  for, 
National  Defence  determined  to  open  nn 
office  In  Montreal  at  once  and  appointed 
a  secretary.  A  car  service  committee, 
consisting  of  the  following,  has  been 
named:  W.  A.  KIngsland,  Canadian  Nor- 
thern; J.  E.  Duval.  Grand  Trunk;  W.  N. 
Rippley,  Canadian  Government  '  Rail- 
ways;   A,    Hatton.   Canadian    Paciflc;   A. 

E.  Locke,  T.  H.  and  B.  Railway;  W.  A. 
Griffin,  T.  and  N.  O.  Railway. 

Sub-committees  reporting  to  the  ad- 
ministrative committee  wfll  be  estab- 
lished in  each  Province,  and  these  will 
be  added  to  from  time  to  time.

BEEN  AdOUSHED 


Union  Government  Makes  Im- 
portant  ArrrrouTTcernenl  — 
Commission  Will  Purchase 
Supplies, 


OTTAWA,  Oct.  24. — The  government 
has  decided  to  abolish  the  patronage 
Hut  in  every  department.  The  an- 
nouncement is  contained  In  an  official 
memorandum    issued    today,    reading: 

"The  worl<  of  the  war  purchasing 
^commission  has  been  so  satisfactory 
and  effective  that  the  Prime  Minister 
has  under  consideration  the  retention  of 
its  organixatlon  as  a  general  purchasing 
commission  for  all  departments  of  the 
government.  During  the  last  two  and 
a  half  years  the  commission  has  under- 
taken  and  carried  out  the  purchase  of 
all  supplies  for  every  department  of 
the  government  in  connection  with  the 
war.  These  supplies  have  been  pur- 
chased chleHy  for  the  Department  of 
Militia  .and  Defence,  the  Department  of 
Naval  Service  and  the  Department  of' 
Justice  In  connection  with  the  intern- 
ment  operations. 

"In  pursuance  of  the  government's  In- 
tentions to  aoolish  patronage  both  In 
respect  of  appointments  to  the  public 
service  and  In  the  purchase  of  supplies, 
there  will  hereafter  be  no  patronage 
lists  'in  any  department  of  the  govern- 
ment. Thero  has  been  no  such  list  In 
the  war  purchasing  commission,  which 
has  purchased  all  supplies  by  tender 
after  public  advertisement  by  circular 
addressed  to  all  known  sources  of  sup« 
ply  in   this  country."    % 


lAY  DOWN  RULES 
FOR  IBUNALS 


Regulations  Are  Issued  by 
Military  Service  Council — 
Report  of  Abandonment  Is 
Styled  Ridiculous  Story. 


OTTAWA.  Oct.  24. — A  ridiculous 
fabrication  made  out  of  whole  cloth,  is 
the  way  in  which  a  member  of  the  Mili- 
tary Service  Council  summed  up  the 
Montreal  story  that  it  is  Intended  to 
abandon  compulsory  military  service. 
The  Military  Servlcs  Council  la  con- 
tinuing Its  work  In  connection  with 
the  calling  out  of  the  flrst  class  of  men 
as  usual. 

Regulations  governing  exemption 
tribunals  were  issued  by  the  Military 
Service  Council  today  and  have  been 
dispatched  throughout  the  country. 
The  regulations  are  lengthy,  and  cover 
no  fewer  than  ninety -seven  different 
clauses.  They  lay  down  the  rules  on 
which  sll  tribunals  under  the  Military 
Service  Act — both  local  and  appeal — 
will  work,  the  duties  and  powers  of 
registrars,  the  appointment  of  military 
representatives,  and.  Anally,  make  spe- 
cial provisions  for  offences  and  penal- 
tics.  Here  are,  in  brief,  the  offences 
cited  and  the  penalties  provided  there- 
under. 

Refusing  or  neglecting  to  attend  for 
medical  examination  when  required  by 
local  or  appeal  tribunal — Fine  not  more 
than  $200  and  not  less  than  |2B  and 
Imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three 
months.  Tribunal  may  further  Issue  a 
warrant  to  apprehend  the  man  and  com- 
petl  him  tosubmit  to  medical  examin- 
ation. 

Bribing  or  attempting  to  bribe  any 
member  of  a  tribunal,  medical  board, 
registrar  or  any  person  concerned  In 
the  administration  of  the  act — Impris- 
onment for  not  more  than  Ave  years 
and  not  less  than  one  year.     No  flne. 

Rmvloyer  stipulating  or  offering  to 
stipulate  with  an  employee  for  rsdue- 
tion  of  wages  In  consideration  of  em- 
ployer exercising  right  to  claim  exemp- 
tion for  employee — Fine  not  lens  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  and  (or)  Impiia* 
onment  not  to  esceod  six  montlM. 

Kmployment  of  men  called  out  who. 
after  expiration  of  time  limit  sot  bjr 
proclamation,  hare  n«lt|i«r  reported  nor 
claimed  exemption — Pine  not  less  than 
flfty  dollars  and  not  more  t)ian  flvo 
hundred  dollars,  or  Imprlsonmcat  for 
not  more  than  six  month*.

Vancouver  Announcement  In- 
dicates Theatre  Proprietors 
About  to  Ffght  Amusement 
Tax, 


Whtia  rapreaenutlvea  of  the  movlnir 
ricture  bualneaa  at  Vancouver  recently 
•innounced  that  It  waa  their  Intention  to 
bring  a  teat  action  In  the  oourta  In  sup* 
l>ort  of  thrir  oonUntlon  that  the  pro- 
vincial amusement  tax  now  In  force  is 
llleral  on  the  ground  that  It  la  Indirect 
taxation  and  therefore  the  Imposition 
of  auch  a  tax  waa  ultra  vires  of  the 
province,  nothing  haa  as  yet  be«n  heard 
of  tha  proceedings.  A  recent  announce- 
ment In  the  Vancouver  papers  indicated 
that  tbia  action  waa  aoon  to  be  Initiated, 
but  so  far  the  Oovemnffent  haa  heard 
nothing  eoneeming  It. 
^  Recently   at    a    meeting    between    the 

members  of  the  Hxecutive  Council  and 
r*presentatlves  of  the  moving  picture 
theatrm.  tha  latter  baring  aa  their 
Mpokeaman  Sir  Charlea  Hibbert  Tupper. 
the  objaetlona  of  the  theatre  proprietors 
«  to  the.  amusement  tax  wera  voiead. 
TTlor  to  that  meeting  Sir  Charles  had 
written    tha     Attornay-Oaneral,     taking 


the  stand  that  the  imposition  of  the  tax 
by  the  provincial  auhorltleo  wan  illegal 
on  tfie  ground  of  its  being  an  indirect 
tax  and  asking  that  the  Attorney- 
General  give  a  stated  case  under  the 
Constitutional  Questions'  Determination 
Act  so  that  the  matter  might  be  brought 
before   the    courts. 

Agvaaa  to  Vaehalcal  Breaok 

Thin  request  was  refused  and  at  the 
subsequent  conference  Sir  Charles  sug- 
gested tivat  the  case  could  be 'brought 
on  by  some  one  proprietor  committing 
a  breach'  of  tha  act,  but  he  asked  that 
the  Oovernment  would  not  take  advant- 
age of  any  such  breabh  to  cancel  the 
offender's  licence  but,  rather,  would  per-, 
mit  it  so  that  the  action  could  be 
brought  and  thus  the  teat  case  b« 
launched.  The  Oovernment  consented 
to  this  suggestion,  only  pointing  out 
that  any  such  breach  should  not  be  a 
continuing  one.  With  this  understand- 
ing the  theatre  representatives  left,  but 
so  far  nothing  further  has  been  heard 
by  the  QoVfernment  as  to  what  steps 
the  theatre  people  have  taken  to  get 
their  case  into  the  cqurts. 

At  the  conference  with  the  Kxecutive 
Council  the  theatre  representatives  ad- 
vanced the  plea  they  had  made  on  pre- 
vious occasions  and.  Judging  from  the 
Vancouver  presn,  are  still  making, 
namely,  that  the  tax  is  one  they  are 
bearing,  that  while  they  have  advanced 
prices  such  advance  was  made  because 
of  the  increasing  cost  of  flt>eratlon  and 
therefore  the  Increase  did  not  take  into 
consideration  the  tax.  The  Government, 
on  the  other  hand,  ^ntends  that  the  tax 
as  levied  Is  strictly  one  bearing  on  the 
public,  that  that  was  the  intention  of 
the  act  and  that  the  theatres  have  no 
right  to  assume  It  was  part  of  their 
duty  to  themselves  pay  the  tax  and 
that,  in  fact,  that  they  are  not  so  doing.

British  Empire  and*  United 
States  Should  Stand  To- 
gether After  Vyar  to  Ad- 
vance Democracy. 


AODKESSES   100  MfMBERS 
OF  CANADIAN  CiUB 


Tells  Them  That  Britain  Will 
Emerge  From  War  More 
Powerful  Than  Any  Nation 
in  History. 


Co-ordination  of  the  two  great 
branchea  of  tha  Anglo-Saxon  race — the 
British  Empire  and  the  United  States — 
to  direct  and  protect  the  advancemant 
of  the  civiUzad  world  after  the  war. 
formed  a  plea  uttered  yesterday  before 
the  Canadian  Club  luncheon  by  Dr. 
George  Robert  I*arliln.  the  noted  Im- 
perialist and  organlzipg  secretary  of 
the  Cecil   Rhodes   Scholarship  Fund. 

Dr.  Parkin  gave  his  100  hearers  some 
conception  of  the  colossal  undertaking 
before  the  Empire  and  the  Kngilsh- 
apeaking  people  on  every  soil  after  the 
declaration  of  peace.  He  declared  they 
must  band  themselves  together  for  the 
promotion  of  the  best  democratie 
Ideals    throughout    the    world,    and    eald^ 


the  task  would  be  Infinitely  easier  if 
there  were  a  permanent  link  of  unity 
between  Britain  with  its  colonizing 
genius,  and  the  United  States  with  ita 
AbiTtty  16  a^MTorh  cn^r  niaK6  7&od^<ras«na 
of  waifs   from   other  lands. 

Rotable*  Vraaaat 

He  was  introduced  by  President  John 
Cochrane,  who  briefly  outlined  the  life 
achievement  of  Cecil  Rhodes,  the  great 
Kmpire-bullder,  whose  work  was  now 
being  carried  on  by  the  present  guest 
of  the  club.  Besides  Dr.  Parkin  ud 
Mr.  Cochrane  at  the  head  table,  w^e 
Mayor  Todd.  Very  Rev.  Dean  Qualnton, 
Rev.  J,  G.  Inkster,  Major-Oeneral  R.  G. 
E.  Leckle,  the  G.O.C.,  Col.  J.  Duff 
Stuart.  Hon.  K.  O.  Prior,  Mr.  Alexander 
Robinson,  Superintendent  of  Education, 
and  Sir  Ralph  Williams,  former  resi- 
dent commissioner  for  Bechuanaland 
and  latterly  Governor  of  Newfoundland. 
Sir  Ralph,  who  served  many  years  un- 
der Cecil  Rhodes  in  Africa,  Is  an  old 
friend  of  Dr.  Parkin,  whom  he  happened 
to  meet  unexpectedly  in  Victoria  durinar' 
the  morning. 

"As  to  Germany's  after-war  status," 
asserted  Dr.  Parkin,  "the  world  will  de- 
mand restitution,  reparation  and  guar- 
antees of  the  future  from  that  outcast 
nation.  Not  until  Germany  had  paid 
back  in  full  what  she  has 'done  ,to  out- 
raged Belgium  and  devastated  France 
and  placed  those  countries  on  the  way 
to  prosperity  will  she  atone  for  the 
awful  crime  she  has  committed. 

BrttalB'B   Oraat   Taak 

"To  conceive  any  idea  of  the  respon- 
sibility and  the  gigantic  task  that  will 
be  thrvst  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
British  Empire  when  peace  returns  af- 
fords the  most  astonishing  spectacle 
the. world  has  ever  knpwn.  It  requires 
a  vivid  imagination  Indeed  to  get  rtiy 
Inkling  of  what  it  mefyis. 

"When  the  British  Empire  emerges 
from  the  war,  successfully  as  we  know 
she  will,  nhe  will  hold  a  position  utter- 
ly out  of  comparison  with  anything 
that  has  gone  befora.  She  began  her 
part  in  the  struggle  three  years  ago, 
already  holding  one-flfth  of  the  geo- 
graphical area  of  the  world.  Now  she 
has  H<1ded  a  million  square  miles.  She 
will  come  out  of  the  war,  holding  a 
quarter  of  the  world's  landed  area,  and 
with  a  quarter  of  the  world's  peoplo 
under  our  flag.  Upon  the  Empire  will 
rest  the  responsibility  of  settling  the 
terms  on  which  the  post-war  world  is 
to  live. 

In  Mvmrr  Qnartar  of  OIoIm 

"The  United  States  has  prided  Itself 
in  remaining  shuttered  behind  the  doc- 
trine of  one  of  her  greit  presldentn — 
Isolated  to  the  world.  That  is  the  re- 
verse of  our  Empire's  policy.  The  Brit- 
ish have  planted  themselves  and  their 
flag  In  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  On 
the  surface  of  the  sea  the  Empire  Is 
supreme.  Not  a  single  enemy  ship  can 
float,  except  the  submarine  under 
treacherous  guise. 

"In  addition,  Britain  will  leave  the 
war  for  the  first  time  In  history  as  one 
of  the  greatest  military  powers  of  all 
time.  She  has  trained  six  or  seven 
million  men  to  the  use  of  arms  and 
they  are  prepared  to  throw  their  might 
Into   the  scale  of  world   influence. 

"I  spoke  recently  In  Chicago,  where 
they  were  campaigning  to  launch  a  loan 
of  a  few  millions.  I  told  the  Great 
Chamber  of  Commerce  there  that  the 
ITnited  Statea  would  have  to  work  hard 
if  it  was  to  catch  up  with  little  old 
England's  record.  I  told  them  that 
England,  only  half  the  sixe  of  Texas, 
had  raised  {21,000,000,000  to  finance  the 
war,  that  she  had  sent  over  ISO.OOO  to 
meet  8,000.000  trained-to-the-minute 
troops   at    the    outset    of   war,    and    had 
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fr/irir».^

"Ton  may  talk  of  laa«uaa  of  paaca. 
hut  I  am  conddant  that  tha  Slav  and 
Latin  raeaa  will  mtirtr  b«  able  to  work 
tosather  with  audi  harmony  aa  tha 
two  great  branchaa  of  the  Anclo-Saxon 
raeaa  will  b«  aUe  to  axarclaa.". 

Daorylng  tha  policy  of  tha  Vnltad 
Btataa  la  the  attempt  to  aeoluda  It- 
aalf.  Dr.  Parkin  aald  the  nation  had 
tried  It  for'  12(  years  and  found  It 
wantlnf.  It  had  found  that  with  eneh 
a  policy  aha  atood  no  better  chance  of 
being  exempt  from  moleatatlon. 

Turning  to  Caaada'a  part  In  helplnv 
tha  Empire  In  Ita  work.  Dr.  Parkin  de- 
clared: "We  would  ba  counted  amonr 
the  fools  of  hlatory  If  we  abandoned  tha 
great  combination  of  nations — the  com- 
monwealth of  Britain  throughout  the 
trorld. 

"I  have  told  my  friends  In  the  United 
States  that  after  they  have  flnlahad 
their  part  In  the  war  they  will  look  at 
the  Fourth  of  July  with  a  new  perspec- 
tive, unless  they  consider  the  anniver- 
sary sn  anachronism  altogether.  The 
United  States'  participation  In  this  war 
will  'SO  far  eclipse  anything  It  has  done 
In  the  past  that  everything  elae  will  be 
overshadowed.'' 

Kearlar  "Math  drade" 

"While  in  the  Southwestern  States  I 
visited  the  home  of  the  president  of  one 
of  the  great  univarsitles.  I  talked  with 
one  of  his  daughters,  hl«hly-educated 
and  cultured.  She  told  me  that  she  In- 
stinctively hated  England.  'Where  did 
^ou^  jaarn  thatr  I  aakad  her.  'In  tha. 
sixth  grade,'  she  answered.  Well,  I  can 
say  that  all  United  States  dtisena  that 
uaed  to  hate  England  are  now  getting 
out  of  the  'sixth  grade.'  They  ara  be- 
glninng  To  rsilWe^thit  ^«  hare  a^far 
greater,  more  democratic  system  of  gov- 
ernment than  they  have.  And  our  de- 
mocracy, gained  by  evolution,  is  a  freer 
one  than  that  of  the  United  States, 
achieved  by  political  revolution.  There 
are  no  Labor  representatives  in  Con- 
gress. We  have  seventy  In  the  British 
Parliament,  and  they  sit  shoulder  to 
shoulder  with  dukes  and  peers  and  en- 
Joy  the  same  privileges.  If  you  want 
to  hear  Sam  Oompera,  you  must  hear 
him  as  an  agitator.  It  Is  true  that  the 
president  of  the  United  States  may  come 
from  the  humblest  lineage.  When  I 
was  reminded  of  that  during  my  tour 
south  of  the  border  I  said  that  the  man 
who  was  directing  Britain's  tremendous 
energies  recently  attended  the  burial  of 
his  uQcle  and  former  guardian — a  vil- 
lage cobbler.  Can  you  get  anything 
more  democratic  than  that?  Why,  the 
United  States  Congress  lasts  four  years, 
and  we  on  British  territory  couldn't 
sleep  nights  if  we  didn't  know  wo  could 
turn  our  legislators  out  of  office  the 
next  day.  If  we  wanted  to." 
After- War  Vrohlema 

Dr.  Parkin  recounted  interviews  which 
he  hfld  recently  with  Lord  Bryce,  Am- 
bassador page  and  General  Smuts.  Tha 
latter  had  told  him  Dar-es-Salaam  must 
be  taken  from  the  Germans  because,  aa 
a  submarine  base,  it  could  control  one- 
third  of  the  world's  commerce  by  dom- 
inating the  Red  Sea  route.  With  regard 
to  the  status  of  Germany's  lost  colonies, 
the  general  had  said  he  was  willing  to 
have  the  choice  put  up  to  the  natives. 
He  knew  their  decision  would  be  to 
remain  loyal  subjects  of  Britain,  their 
new  protector.

ComplHintn  wliirh  have  reached  the 
oflice  of  the  Prohibition  Comml^ioner 
that  Huch  a  coume  ir.  beinR  followed  by 
some  local  oonrerna  waa  admitted  yes- 
terday by  Commissioner  Flndlay,  who 
stated  that  it  was  his  intention  to 
bring  n  tent  case  to  ascertain  whether 
Hurh  trnnMHCtions  arc  IokhI  or  not.  The 
commi.'sionor  is  ready  to  admit  that 
perhaps  the  concerns  doinx  business 
along  such  lines  are  artinc  within  the 
strict  legal  limits  of  the  act,  and  then 
again,  they  may  not.  At  any  rate  he 
wants  a  decision  on  the  point  and  in- 
tends taking  steps  to  that  end. 

At  present  local  concerns,  it  Is  said, 
accept  orders  at  their  premises  here 
and  send  them  bark  to  All>erta  houses. 
Immediately  In  receipt  of  telegraphic 
advices  from  those  outside  points  tha 
order  has  been  accepted  delivery  from 
the  local  warehouses  is  made.  Such  a 
procedure  is  entirely  different  from 
that  followatf  by  a  householder  here 
who  sends  his  own  order  back  to  an 
outside  concern  and  has  the  llqudr  sent 
out  to  him.  The  latter  caae,  tha  com- 
missioner holds,  comes  strictly  within 
the  meaning  of  the  act.  But  delivery 
from  a  warehouse  within  the  Province 
to  a  purchaser  inside  the  Province,  he 
claims,  waa  not  contemplated  by  the 
act  and  ie  an  infraction  thereof.

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,  AlV«the  one-time  pupila  of  the  High 
flchooT  who  are  now  fighting  at  the 
front  will  receive  Christmas  boxes  this 
year,  for  the  present  students  have 
undertaken  to  provide  one  for  every  one 
of  them,  whether  he  is  a  private  or  an 
ofllcer. 

The  task  involves  the  preparation  of 
over  300  separate  parcels,  each  one  of 
which  contains  two  knitted  articles,  a 
handkerchief,  letter  paper,  envelopes, 
pencil,  candy,  cigarettes  and  other 
small  comforts. 

L<ast  year  similar  parcels  were  sent 
to  all  the  men  in  athe  ranks  and  a 
greeting  card  was  sent  to  the  officers, 
hut  there  are  now  so  many  ex-High 
School  pupils  who  hold  commissions 
that  it  was  decided  that  the  different 
treatment  should  not  be  practised  this 
year. 

This  work  of  preparing  the  tioxes, 
which  is'  now  taking  all  the  spare  tii^ 
of  the  pupils  and  many  of  the  teachers, 
Is  the  climax  of  a  whole  year's  work. 
It  waa  not  until  June  last  that  the  wool 
bill  for  laat  Cbriatmas'  parcels  was 
settled,  and  the  funds  raised  by  the 
monthly  collection  which  Is  made 
among  the  students  has  been  accumu- 
lating in  preparation  for  the  big  event. 
There  have  been  Additions  to  the  funds 
from  other  sources  besides  this  col. 
lection,  many  of  the  students  who  went 
berry-picking  contributing  a  percentage 
of  their  earnings,  while  others  ran  a 
stall  in  the  City  Market  andf  sold 
home  grown  produce,  home-made  candy 
and  anything  else  they  rould  get.  turn- 
ing the  proceeds  In  to  the  general  fund 
fbr  the  nghtin«  men. 


A  party  of  girle  made  candy  on  holi- 
days last  Summ<:r,  and  sold  It  on  the 
beaches,  and  secured  over  |14  aa  a  re- 
sult of  their  work.  Theee  and  almilar 
sources  swelled  the  treasury  to  the  tune 
of  nearly  ISO,  all  of  which  will  go  to- 
wards making  a  better  Christmas  for 
(he  one-time  members  of  the  High 
School  student  body,  as  will  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  gymnasium  display  which 
is  scheduled  (or  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights. 

The  work  in  general  Is  controlled  hy 
a  committee  of  Ave  of  the  teachers  and 
two  puptla  front  each  ef  the  classes, 
this  is  subdivided  for  the  varloua 
branchea  of  tha  work.  For  Instance, 
the  beys  are  looking  after  the  pro- 
vision of  boxes  and  wrappings,  etc..  the 
gtrls  taking  charge  of  the  making  of 
the  knitted  garments.  In  this  manner 
a  great  deal  of  work  haa  l>een  done 
without  too  great  a  atirain  on  any  of 
the  workers.  One  detail  wMch  It  Is 
expected  will  api>eal  to  the  recipients 
of  the  henea  la  the  greeting  card.  This 
la  being  designed  by  the  Art  Depart- 
ment ef  tbe  Mchool,  and  when  complete 
It  will  be  copied  by  tlie  students,  ao 
that  each  man  will  receive  a  card 
which  Is  the  aetoal  werli  of  mm  of  the 
students.

Teatardar  aftaraoea  the  Faelfle  Club, 
Pomberten  Block,  waa  vialted  by  a  aquad 
of  polloe  and.  twelve  doian  bottlea  of  elder 
were  acised.  Thla  raid  followed  one  made 
at  the  Weatholme  Hotel,  Qovernmant 
Btreat,  where  nearly  alxty  caeca  of  cider, 
valued  at  about  11.000,  waa  diacoverad 
atored  away.  The  atulf  waa  taken  to  po- 
lice headquartera  aa  wa«  alao  that  aalaad 
at  the  club.  It  will  be  analyaedand  if 
found  to  exceed  the  efflclai  limit,  proae- 
outtona  will  be  brought  agalnat  tha  pro- 
prietor of  the  hotel  and  tha  autheritlea 
of  tha  club.  Tha  raids  were  made  by  De- 
puty Chief  Palmer.  Detective  Sergeant 
O'Lieary,  Inspector  Heatly,  Sergeant  Black- 
atock   and   conatables. 

The  raid  upon  the  Paclllc  Club  la  the 
first  to  be  made  agalnat  auch  premises. 
The  club,  one  of  the  three  similar  Inatl- 
tutlons  which,  before  the  Prohibition  Act 
came  Into  effect,  waa  poaaeaaed  of  a  li- 
cence to  aell  llqubrs  to  members,  poaaeaaes 
in  ita  memberahip  practically  every  mem- 
ber of  the  preaent  Provincial  Government, 
and  heads  of  the  Oovernment'a  legal  de- 
partment. 

The  deciaion  of  Maglatrate  Jay  In  the 
caae  against  Dr.  McKlbbon,  tried  en  Tuea- 
day,  ia  an  important  one  in  that  it  wXa 
the  flrat  caae  agalnat  a  medical  yactitfon- 
er  since  the  new  act  came  into  effect.  The 
magistrate's  decision  in  full  waa  aa  fol- 
lows: • 

"Thla  chargR  Is  laid  under  aub-spction 
8  of  Section  14  of  the  British  Columbia 
Liquor  Act:  .Any  physician  who  deema  li- 
quor necessary  for  the  health  of  any  pa- 
tient of  bia.  whom  he  has  aaen  or  vialted 
professionally,  may  kIvo  to  auch  patient 
a  written  prescription  therefor,  signed  by 
the  physician,  or  may  adminlater  tha  li- 
quor himaelf,  for  which  purpoae  he  may 
have  liquor  Jn  bia  poaaesslon  when  ln»the 
diacharge  of  hia  profesaienal  dutiaa.  but 
no  prescription  abati  ba  glraa  or  liquor 
adminiatered  except  to  bona  fide  pattenta 
in  caaea  of  actual  noad,  and  when  In  the 
Judgment  of  auch  physician  the  uae  of 
liquor  aa  medicine  tn  the  quantity  pre- 
scribed   or    administered    la    neceaaary.' 

"Waa  Consubla  Main  waring  •  bona  flde 
patient  of  tba  doctor  at  the  tlmeT  1  do 
not  think  he  was.  The  doctor  had  never 
seen  him  before  he  dropped  In  at  the  dec- 
tor'a  office  and  said  'i  am  aiek,'  and  the 
doctor,  without  examination  and  without 
aaklng  him  any  queations  at  all  gave  him 
tha  prescription.  Tha  doctor  aays  ha  felt 
his  pulse,  but  thU  la  denied  by  Malnwar- 
Ing  and  I  do  not  bailere  that  ha  did. 
Without  asking  any  questions  and  without 
any  examination  be  preacribcd  one  quart 
bottle  e(  wtalakey  to  be  taken  as  directed;

gerooa  to  the  patient;  thesa  returned  men 
require  ,eften.  very  deileate  and  special 
treatraeat  I  am  aerrjr  to  aay  that  the 
doctor  haa  not  Impreasad  me  with  hia  ver- 
acity or  at  least  the  ralUbllity  of  hia 
memory.  According  to  bia  own  admlaalon 
it  ia  Bhown  that  hia  preacrlptiona  have 
laaued  reckleaaly  and  oaraieaaiy,  without 
any  regard  to  hia  raapenalbilitr  under  the 
Act  and  of  hia  profaaalon. 

"Tha  penalty  is  fixed  by  tha  Act  for  a 
■rat  oSanoa  not  ieaa  than  tSO  or  more 
than  8109  and  in  dafanit  of  ImmcdUte 
payment  to  impriaonmeat  fer  net  Ieaa  than 
thirty  daya  ner  more  than  twf  montha.

Hitherto  tha  public  of  Victoria  haa 
been  strangely  Indifferent  to  the  fata 
of  Ita  neglgBted.  dependent  and  della- 
quant  chUdraa.  a  baadfal  of  peqpU 
have  met  aa  tbe  CfaUdren'a  Aid  Society. 
Thanks  to  them,  no  children  have  died 
of  wfutt  or  neglect,  and  ateps  have  been 
taken  for  the  reform  of  tboae  who  have 
broken  the  laws.  If  mlatakea  have 
been  made,  the  men  and  women  of  Vie- 
toria  have  themselves  pa  blame  for  the 
blunders.  Contributions  have  been  so 
inauflkslant  that  tha  work  haa  '  bean 
taken  over  by  tha  city.  It  ia,  perhaps, 
quite  aa  wall  that  thla  abould  bo  the 
oaae.  The  well-being  of  children  who 
are  poor  or  who  are  delinquent  la  a 
matter  of  importance  to  the  whole  com- 
munity. That  all  naeaaaary  expansaa 
should  be  boraa  by  the  taxpayara  Is 
fair. 

Before  tha  public  vote  for  a  by-law, 
however,  l'  should  be  quite  clear  why 
the  money  Is  needed  and  What  H  is 
needed  for.  If,  m»  haa  been  stated, 
there  are  people  who  ahirk  their  re- 
sponslbllltles  and  refuse  to  support  their 
<^fvn  children,  some  meana  should  be 
tried  to  bring  them  to  a  sense  of  their 
duty.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  the  chil- 
dren muat  be  cared  for. 

What  should  not  be  done  is  to  place 
delinquent  and  dependent  children  to- 
gether and  some  place  should  bo  found 
in  our  own  city  for  the  reform  of  very 
young  girls  who  are  In  need  of  dis- 
cipline. If.  as  Is  reported,  a  number 
of  these  children  are' taken  from  their 
homea  and  sent  to  Vancouver,  a  great 
mlatake  has  been  made  and  steps 
should  be  taken  to  keep  the  girls  near 
their  parents  and  others  Interested  In 
their  welfare.

The  lay- 
ettes when  finished  by  the  members  of 
the  Babies'  Aid  Society  are  given  in 
trust  to  the  Friendly  Help  Association 
to  be  distributed  where  they  are  most 
needed.  The  only  condition  attached  to 
the  gift  is  that  the  mother  shall  have 
the  whole  layette  so  that  nothing  the 
baby  needs  shall  be'  lacking.  Mrs. 
Stuart  Robertson,  Mrs.  iteisterman  and 
Mrs.  Love  oversee  the  work  and  make 
sure  that  each  garment  is  properly  an 
well  as  prettily  mad^and  that  nothing 
Is  forgotten. 

Word  bas  come  from  the  Friendly 
Help  that  almost  all  the  layettes  given 
the  society  have  been  sent  out.  This 
means  that  there  is  an  Immediate  de- 
mand for  more  material  and  the  where- 
withal to  purchase  It.  That  friends  may 
have  an  opportunity  «o  help,  Mrs.  Mon- 
tlMmbert  has  kindly  promised  to  give 
a  tea  at  her  home  on  Thursday  after- 
noon. There  will/  be  music  and,  it  is 
confidently  hoped,  a  larae  attendance. 
This  is  a  home  charity  that  must  com- 
mend Itself  to  all  loving  and  loyal  wo- 
men.

Tbe  following  paragraph  taken  from 
The  Toronto  Olobe  shows  that  Misa 
Ethel  McLaohlan  knows  that  aa  judge 
of  the  Juvenile  Court  of  Reglna  ahe  has 
a  difficult  task  and  Is  ifetermlned  to  fit 
herself  for  it:  a 

"The  Legislature  of  Saakatchewan  re- 
cently passed  a  law  to  provide  for  Ju- 
venile courts  In  the  various  centres  of 
tho  province.  The  flrst  person  to  be 
appointed  under  this  legislation  was 
Miss  Ethel  McLachlan.  who  will  Inaug- 
urate a  children's  court  In  Regina.  In 
order  to  prepare  herself  as  fully  as 
possible  for  this  Important  work.  Miss 
McLachlan  is  visiting  the  Kast.  and  la 
at  preaent  in  Toronto.  Yesterday  ahe 
spent  tbe  day  in  the  Jurcnile  Court  and 
in  the  Provincial  Children's  Aid  Of- 
fice, and  will  Tlalt  a  number  of  tha  In- 
stitutions for  children.  She  also  spent 
a  few  days  in  Montreal  with  Juvenile 
Court    officials. 

"Miss  McLachlan  la  a  native  of'  Nova 
Scotia,  and  took  up  school  teaching  in 
the  West  some  fifteen  years  ago.  For 
the  paat  aix  years  ahe  haa  been  aaalat- 
ant  to  Mr.  Spencer  Pare,  Supertntaadont 
of   Neglected    and    Dependent    Childraa, 
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their  homes  or  been  placed  In  situa 
tlona  and  have  become  good  oltlsens. 
They  have  been  wlaaly  shielded  from 
publicity.  As  matron.  Mrs.  Spofford  did 
her  beat. to  tmin  and  Inatruot  ibam 
and  they  had  an  excallent  achool.  Olrls 
of  a  similar  class  have  a  right  to  at 
least  as  much  consideration.  WTien 
they  prove  Incorrigible,  it  is  time 
enough  ito  send  them  to  other  Institu- 
tions. 

VroTlgtoa  far  BeUB««o«9  cauidMa 

Before  money  Is  voted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  building  the  citisena  of 
Victoria  abould  see  to  it  that  proper 
pr*7islon  Is  made  for  all  delinquent 
children,  girls  as  well  aa  boys,  and  that 
these  are  entirety  separated  from  poor 
but  innocent' children.  The  Judge  of 
the  Juvenile  Court  and.  perhaps,  the 
Attorney-General  should  be  consulted 
before   any   action    Is   taken. 

No  one  should  profit  in  any  way  by 
the  misfortunes  of  children.  On  the 
other  hand,  all  who  are  employed  In 
their  care  ought  to  receive  adequate 
salaries.  The  reclamation  of  children 
who  owing  to  environment  or  to  hered- 
fty  have  gone  astray  Is  difficult  work 
requiring  special  and  rare  qualifica- 
tions. When  one  Is  found  possessing 
these  be  or  she  should  be  engaged  even 
if  the  cost  Is  great.  The  task  of  vis- 
iting poor  or  degraded  homes  In  order 
to  rescue  children  Is  one  that  needs 
the  highest  moral  as  well  aa  mental 
qualifications.  It  is  foolish  to  think 
that  the  woman  who  performs  this 
service  for  children  can  work  on  in- 
definitely. She  must  provide  foi*  the 
time  when  such  exhausting  labor  can 
no  longer  be  done.  She  should  be  well 
paid. 

The  public  schools  should  be  at  the 
service  of  both  classes  of  children.  This 
is  a  measure  of  common  sense  economy. 
Little  ones  who  hava  done  no  wrong 
should  come  and  go  to  the  nearest 
school  with  no  restrictions.  The  teach- 
er, who  would  aHow  theoe  pupils  to 
auffer  unnecessarily  from  her  own  or 
their  fellow  pupils'  unklndness  should 
be  dismissed  forthwith.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  have  the  school  for  deliijr 
quent  children  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Detention  Home,  but  It  also  should  be 
so  conducted  that  the  child  could  re- 
turn to  his  own  class  when  the  period 
of  detention   was   over. 

These  arte  yome  of  the  matters  which 
the  city  fathers  should  consider  In 
drawing  up  a  by-law.  Before  It  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  cittsens  thfifb  should  be 
a  thorough  understanding  of  the  whole 
matter.  There  is  no  necessity  for  re- 
crlmmlnation  or  abuse,  much  less  for 
mlsrispresentatlon.  Friendless  children 
ought  to  have  the  protection  not  only 
of  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  but  of 
every  member  of  the  City  Counctl. 
People  who,  in  other  matters  are  pub- 
lic apirlted  have  been  sadly  negligent 
In  a  matter  which  should  appeal  to  the 
pity  and  the  generosity  of  all.  If 
mistakes  have  been  made,  much  of  the 
blame  must  be  borne  by  the  many  who 
are  indifferent  to  the  fate  of  helpless 
children.  The  time  has  oome  for  a  ro- 
form.

ItEPORTED  PeALENl 


Conviction  Obtained  at  Nanai-' 
mo  Followed  by  Heavy  Fine 
— ^Dangerous  Poaching  De- 
vice Gives  Game  No  Chance 


The  Provincial  game  authorities,  who 
have  been  much  concernM  for  some 
time  over  the  prevalence  of  "pit-lamp- 
ing" on  Vancouver  Island,  managed  to 
obtain  last  week  a  conviction  aaainst 
Frank  Robertson  at  Nanaimo.  Magis- 
trate Stewart  imjrased  a  sentence  of  f  60 
and  costs.  * 

The  vicinity  of  Nanaimo  is  not  the 
only  district  where  pit-lamping  is  being 
carried  on  by  men  who  want  to  obtain 
deer  easily.  At  Albernl  since  the  recent 
resignation  of  Deputy  Warden  Carter, 
many  complaints  have  been  received. 
One  rancher  had  a  horse  shot  dead  by 
an  excited  midnight  hunter  who  mis- 
took the  glistening  eye  of  the  horse  for 
the  reflection  of  his  pit-lamp  on  the  eye 
of  a  deer.  In  some  coses  human  be- 
ings OS  well  as  cottle  have  been  flred 
ot. 

A  VoaelMt'a  asrlea 

The  method  of  hunting  by  "plt- 
lamplng"  Is  by  all  odds  the  easiest  way 
to  shoot  deer.  The  animal  is  attracted 
to  the  hunter  Instead  of  being  scared 
away  from  him,  as  occurs  in  most 
coses  in  the  doytlme.  A  miner's  hat 
with  Its  lamp  ottochment  is  worn  by 
the  hunter  who  defies  the  regulation^. 
Towards  this  the  deer  will  come  from 
quite  o  long  distonce  in  the  woods. 
After  darkness  fails  deer  ore  much^ 
bolder  than  In  the  daytime. 

A  dark  and  stormy  night  when  no 
moon  is  visible  Is  the  favorite  for  the 
nefarious  pit-lantper.  for  deer  ore  more 
octive  during  o  wind  or  roinatorm  than 
at  times  when  the  forest  is  absolutely 
calm.  In  on  open  wood  the  range  of 
vision  for  the  operotor  of  o  pit-Iomp  is 
perhaps  thirty  yards.  ITsuoIly  all  he 
can  see  of  the  deer  ore  the  eyes,  light- 
ing up  like  two  spots  of  fire.  The  pit- 
lomper  seldom  uses  o  rifle.  A  surer 
weopon  is  o  shotgun  loaded  with  buck- 
shot It  Is  Impossible  to  tell  merely 
from  the  eyes  hoir  the  d^r  is  stondlng 
and  consequently  the  aim  of  o  rifle  bul- 
let must  be  very  flne  to  strike  between 
the  eyea.  The  onlmol  may  be  stondlng 
head-on  or  quorterlng — there  is  no  way 
of  telling  exootly  where  his  body  may 
be.  But  the  spreading  buckshot  usually 
hits  him  somewhere  In  a  vital  spot 
9eav  SeflMttaaaa  Okavga 

As  often  aa  not  the  deer  will  charge 
the  ptt-Iomp  full  tilt.  Men  hove  some- 
times been  seriously  hurt  in  this  way, 
but  the  experienced  plt-lomper  flnds  no 
difficulty  in  stepping  aside.  The  deer, 
which  con  see  nothing  of  the  man.  be- 
ing tempororlly  blinded  by  the  glore. 
goes  hormlessly  by  and  another  chonca 
la  given  for  a  shot 

In  the  farming  districts  of  Vancou- 
ver Island  Where  deer  are  i^merous 
many  incidents  occur  every  season  il- 
lustrating the  attraction  of  a  light  to 
these  animals.  A  farmer's  boy  was  re- 
cently- searching  after  dork  through  on 
eld  posture  for  o  cow.  The  swinging 
lantern  in  his  bond  attracted  «.  deer, 
which  the  lad  sow  rushing  towards  him. 
This  boy  was  o  true  hunter  and  carried 
o  knife  in  his  belt.  lie  leaped  aside 
and  OS  the  deer  passed  plunged  the 
knife  so  deeply  Into  the  animal's  side 
that  later  examination  shewed  the  lung 
wos  pierced.  But  the  first  rush  did 
net  satisfy  the  deer,  which  chorged 
the  lontera  a  aecend  .time.  This  time 
the  knife  went  vp  to  the  hilt  on  the  op- 
posite side  from  the  previous  wound. 
The  deer  then  ottempted  to  get  away, 
but  fell  Into  o  ditch,  ond  the  boy  leap- 
ed on  Ita  back,  holding  It  untn  assist- 
ance arrived  and  the  animal  was  dee- 
patflied.  tt  waa  a  doe  a:b«it  twe  yeara 
dS  aad  IB  flse  ooaditloo.

LONDON.  Oct.  26.— The  seriousness 
of  the  situation  of  Ireland  is  Insisted 
upon  by  a  oorreHpondent  of  The  Dally 
Mall,  who  has  been  following  the  Sinn 
Fein  doings  In  Ireland  'for  several 
weeks.  He  declares  that  the  whole  of 
the  West  of  Ireland  Is  on  the  verge 
of  a   revolution,   and   continues: 

'•The  yonuK  priests  In  Prof,  de  Va- 
lera's  county  have  awakened  to  the 
danger  from  the  spark  they  helped  to 
kindle,  and  are  now  trying  to  quench 
it,  but  I  fear  It  has  gone  too  far.  The 
militant  Sinn  Feiners  are  at  the  top 
of  their  stride.  They  have  been  allow- 
ed to  carry  their  programme  to  a  pitch 
which  it  seems  almost  hopeless  to 
break    by    pacific    means. 

"The  81nn  i<"olners  are  sublimely  con- 
fident and  say  that  Tuesday's  debate 
In  Parliament  shows  plainly  that  the 
Government    is    afraid    of    them." 

The  correspondent  however,  adds 
that  there  la  a  ray  of  hope  In  that  the 
Sinn  Fein  congress  which  opens  In 
Dublin  today  may  result  In  checking  of 
militant  section,  for,  though  the  mili- 
tant Sinn  Fein  camp  Is  large,  it  is  not 
omnipotent.

BALTIC  SEA  WAR  S^IDKY 


\Vhitfi  Petrograd  recalved  a  wlral< 
one  evening  last  Spring  from  the  trans- 
port Irkutsk.  OB  har  way  wltb  t.WO 
troops  ■  to  Riga,  that  the  vessel  was 
beinx  attacked  by  a  Oannaa  warship  in 
the  Baltic,  nobody  in  Admiralty  circles 
had  the  slightest  doubt  of  the  outcome. 
The  Irkutsk  was  aa  old  ship  ivlth  only 
medium  calibre  guns,  and  It  waa  known 
that  the  enemy  squadrons  operating  be- 
tween the  Scandinavian  peninsula  and 
the  Russian  coast  were  of  f  he  most  up- 
to-date  type.  The  Irkutsk  was  given 
up  for  lost.  §nd  as  days  went  by  with- 
out further  news  of  the  vesaal.  she  was 
written  off  In  the  Admiralty  record. 

Simultaneously  ta  Berlin  the  an- 
nouncement was  made  that  the  de- 
stroyer Coburg  was  mUalng.  The  laat 
message  sent  from  the  Cqburg  tolif  of 
her  having  atUcked  a  Ruhslan  trans- 
port, which  surrendered  after  a  a^ort 
engegement.  The  CgflMirg,  the  messafee 
added  was  towing  her  prize  to  LIbau. 
After  that  tiiere  was  no  more  word  from 
the  German  destroyer. 

Behind  these  bald  official  announce- 
ments there  Is  hidden  one  of  the  most 
dramatic  stories  of  the  war.  Piecing 
together  unofflcial  details  and  amirilfy- 
Ing  stories  told  by  the  few  survivors 
of  the  Irkutsk.  It  Is  possible  to  recon- 
struct an  amasing  tragedy  of  the  sea. 

By  one  of  those  strange  coincidences 
to  which  the  mixture  of  races  In  Euro- 
pean Rusala  givea  rise  the  2,000  aoldlera 
aboard  the  Irkutsk,  aent  to  Riga  when 
the  Uerman^threat  of  an  otTenslve  In 
force  against  that  port  waa  occupying 
the  serious  attention  of  the  Russian 
strategists,  were  Finns.  Finland  de- 
mands independence  of  Rusala.  but  her 
sons  are  fighting  Russia's  battles.  IH 
command  of  the  troopship  was  Capt!  Za- 
borowskl.  a  Pole.  Under  him  were 
Lieuts.  Bel  thy  and  Prbtopolf,  Poles,  and 
Ensign  Clokowskl,  likewise  a  Pole.  The 
Teutons  had  Just  declared  with  a  loud 
flourish  of  trumpets  to  the  neutral  na- 
tions that  Poland  was  henceforth  "an 
autonomous  kingdom'' — under  the  tutel- 
age of  the  German  and  Austrian  kal- 
ers — but  that  did  not  ind ilfi«.  tbeae  Pol- 
ish officers  to  regard  the  Germans  as 
anyth4ng  but  the  sworn  enemies  of  the 
Slav.

— Thus  It  Happened  that  when  thh  cem- 
mander  of  the  Irktitsk,  after  having 
lost  touch  with  the  convoying  cruiser 
In  a  thick  fog,  saw  within  gun's  range 
a  German  warship  and  gazed  at  the 
signal  "Stop!"  dIspUyed  from  the  yard, 
he  decided  not  to  stop,  but  to  flght.  He 
ordered  full  steam  ahead,  and  opened 
Are  on  the  German — It  llras  a  first-class 
destroyer — with  his  3.2  Inch  guns.  But 
the  German  had  four  <-lnch  guns  train- 
ed on  the  transport,  and  her  first  ahell 
struck  the  Russian  amidships,  causing 
an  explosion  In  the  engine  room.  Fur- 
ther resistance  was  useless  so  Zafoorow- 
skl  hauled  down  his  flag  . 

A  boat  came  from  the  Coburg.  In 
It  were  three  sailors  and  an  Ensign  von 
Blebensteln.  The  latter  bowed  Ironl- 
cajly  to  the  Russian  commander,  and 
uttered  a  few  remarks  on  Germanic 
civilization  and  iiumanity.  He  said 
he  did  not  Intend,  unless  forced  to  do 
so,  to  sink  the  transport  with  her  human 
cargo.  He  would  take  her  in  tow  to 
Libau.   So  the  towing  began. 

The  Finns,  of  course,  remained  aboard 
the  Irkutsk,  but  the  officers  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Coburg.  That,  night  Capt. 
Zaborowski  was  sitting  with  his  head 
In  his  hands  In  his  cabin.  Through  the 
porthole  he  could  hear  the  melancholy 
songs  of  the  ^inns  as  the  sun  was  set- 
ting. He  wondered  If  what  Von  Bleb- 
ensteln had  aatd  was  true-<^hat  he  was 
a  "prisoner  of  a  special  class."  He 
touched  the  electric  button.  Fritz  en- 
tered and  saluted  respectfully.  The  Rus- 
sian gave  him  an  order,  and  before  the 
sailor  returned  went  on  deck.

Zaboroa-skl  went  on  deck  to  enjoy  the 
fresh  broese.  His  oompaatona  followed. 
InattactlTOly  tbelr  oysa  sought  gha  Irk- 
utsk. There  she  was.  the  enormous 
mass  in  comparison  to  the  Oarmaa  de- 
stroyer, to  which  she  was  attached  by 
two  steel  cables.  The  Coburg  was  plow- 
ing her  way  along  at  full  speed,  great 
volumes  ot  amoka  flowing  from  "bar  fun- 
nels. 

"Long  live  Poland!"  said  Zaborowakl 
In  a  low  voice. 

"Long  live  Poland— the  real  Poland!" 
replied  hia  comradea. 

"And  tons  Uva  Kusalar'  added  Sabor- 
owskL

It  was  while  anchored  there 
that  the  Saaadler  brought  up  oa  a 
ledge  and  they  eould  not  float  her, 
abandoning  her  whan  it  waa  found 
there  was  aevan  f^t  of  water  In  th« 
hold.  They  toolt  all  the  prorlalons, 
guns,  ammunition,  two  motor  boats,  a 
powerful  wlrataas  outfit  and  huch  equip- 
ment asbora.  About  half  of  the  pro- 
visions  were  placed  on  Ctaa  baacb  1> 
Inches  abova  the  high  water  mark  and 
that  night  a  Spring  tide  carried  thapn 
away.  There  was  considerable  Ilqute* 
on  the  ship  and  the  whole  crew,  ofll- 
cers  as  well  as  men,  became  drunk. 
They  had  Intended  to  make  the  Island 
for  a  rest,  because  soma  of  the  men 
were  sick,  and  they  figured  abora  leave 
would  brace  them  up. 

"They  did  not  feed  ua.  I  waa  there 
three  days  without  anything  to  eat.  I 
told  Brown,  the  donkeyman  on  the 
Manila,  that  It  would  be  a  good  plan  to 
go  to  the  other  side  of  the  Island  and 
Kct  some  fish.  When  he  came  back 
the  commander,  they  oaUed  him  Count 
Alex,  ordered  us  shot  for  learlng  camp 
without  permission,  but  I  told  him  he 
Hhould  have  first  told  us  it  was  not  al- 
lowed, which  seemed  to  Wake  him  all 
right. 

Waatad  Aaothar  Ship

trips  in  an  open  boat  in  an  endeavor 
to  reach  refuge,  were  among  Mr.  Thomp- 
son's experiences,  while  once  he  was 
sentenced  to  face  a  firing  squad  because 
he  had  fished  without  permission,  but 
he  talked  himself  out  of  this  predica- 
ment. 

It  was  February  22,  1917,  that  Mr. 
Thompsdn  left  the  Columbia  River  on 
the  schooner  Manila,  ,and  in  all  his  sea 
experience,  which  dates  as  far  back 
as  1886  on  this  coast,  he  says  he  never 
eaw  so  much  crowded  into  a  few 
months  as  the  changes  encountered 
after  the  Manila  had  loaded  coal  at 
Newcastle,  sailing  May  26,  and  shaped 
her  course  for  Honolulu,  when  the 
Seeadler  was  encountered  in  the  Pa- 
cific. Other  known  Pacific  victims  ot 
the  Seeadler  were  the  schooner  B.  C. 
Slade,  which  left  Sydney  April  24  for 
San  Francisco,  and  the  schooner  A.  B. 
Johnson,  which  left  Wlllapa  Harbor 
May  14  for  Newcastle. 

■aaadlera  Xdeatlty 
The  history  of  the  Seeadler  since  the 
war,  aa  gathered  by  Mr.  Thompson  bit 
by  bit  on  board  after  his  capture,  ap- 
pears to  have  had  its  hnmorous  side 
when  ft  la  considered  how  she  served 
to  fool  British  vessels  on  two  oc- 
casions. According  to  the  story  the 
vessel,  then  known  as  the  Pass  ot 
Balmaha,  was  bound  for  Europe  with 
a  cargo  of  wheat,  when  picked  up  by  a 
British  patrol  and  a  prise  crew  was 
placed  aboard,  being  ordered  to  a  Brit- 
ish port.  But  on  the  way  she  was  in- 
tercepted by  a  German  submarine,  which 
took  charge,  placing  another  prize  crew 
aboard  and  making  the  British  sailors 
prisoners,  the  course  of  the  ship  being 
laid  for  Cuxhaven. 

There   she   was  outfitted,     apparently 
by    the    Hamburg-American    Line.   Judg- 
ing  from    stencil    marks    on    equipment, 
and    an    eight-cylinder      Diesel      engine, 
was   installed,    though   It   was  so     largo 
only   four  cylinders    were  "  used.      With 
that,   Mr.    Thompson    says,      she      could 
have    made    19    knots,    but    It    was    too 
powerful,   80   her  maximum    speed    was 
14  knots,  and  at  that  the  vibration  was 
racking.     He  aays     the     engineer-room 
had     skylighta     arranged     like       many 
others,  but  a  false  framework  had  been 
arranged    to    plaee    about    the    skylights 
on    deck    so    It   resembled    the   amidship 
house  of  an  ordinary  squarerigger. 
Caxffo  ts  "Oaaonflav*** 
Leaving   Cuxhaven  December   1,   1916, 
she   was   to  all  Intents  and  purposes  a 
Norwegian  sailer,   having   the   name   of 
Seeadler.    which    corresponded    to      the 
name  of  another  that  left  a  Norwegian 
port   about   the    same   time.      Christmas 
Day,    when    off    Scotland,      her      officers 
said    she    was    boarded    by    officers    and 
men  from  a  British  cruiser.     They  were 
taken    to    the    quarters      a^t.    served    a 
yuletlde  drink  and,  after  a  "short   visit, 
during  which  a  picture  of  the  visiting 
group  was  taVen  and  later  exhibited  to 
Ttfflmpson,    they    went    over      the    aide. 
The    ship    was    then    painted    with    her 
name   in   large   letters   on   the   side   and 
apparently  ahe  had  a  deckload  of  lum- 
ber,   but    it    was    said    the    lumber    was 
only   a  partial   deckload   and    beneath    It 
were    guns    and    barely    room    beneath 
the    lumber    for   men    to   man    them. 

In  the  crew  were  sixteen  picked  men. 
all  speaking  Norwegian  and  posing  as 
eailora.  while  the  skipper  waa  a  former 
merchant  master,  named  Pri7.e.  In 
truth  her  company  numbered  sixty-four 
men  and  the  others  were  hidden  below 
when  the  British  officers  were  aboard. 
To  carry  «wt  the  Norwegian  deception 
even  a  phonograph  was  played  with 
Norwegian   records. 

■aak  Brttlah  Taemaa 
Before  'reaching  the  Pacific  the 
Seeadler  sank  thirteen  ships.,  four  of 
them  being  steamers.  One  of  the  sail- 
ing vessels  was  the  British  bark  Brit- 
ish Yeoman,  owned  by  Hind,  Ralph  4k 
Co.,  of  ^n  Francisco,  and  which  waa 
loaded  here.  The  Seeadler  asked  the 
British  Teoman  for  her  position.  The 
toaster  of  the  latter  was  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  BO  the  commander  of  the 
Seeadler  ordered  his  personal  waiter 
to  don  female  garb  and  he  stood  on 
deck  and  waveil  to  the  woman  on  the 
British  Teoman.  The  vessels  soon 
were  in  cloac  company,  then  the  ca|^ 
ture  took  place.  Before  leaving  the 
Atlantic  a  aehooner  waa  captured  aad 
391  priaonara  were  placed  aboard  and 
ordered   to  head  for  Rio  Janeiro. 

'*Tbe  Seeadler  came  up  with  oa  at 
4.S0  o'clock  the  afternoon  of  July  I," 
aald  Mr.  Thonpaon.  "She  eama  up  an 
our  port  qoartar  and  flrad  a  shirt,  which 
passed  aboat  M  feat  aatern  of  onp 
■hip.  Then  fonr  other  shots  were  flrM. 
two  of  them  over  the  masts.  Captain 
•»rlaa  eame  aboard  with  eight  men.  all 
fully  armed  snd.  after  tmnsf erring  alt 
prevlatoaa.    atoraa    aad    aack    gaar      am 


off  the  Liland,  and  the  Germans  took  the 
other  motorboat  and  boarded  her,  send- 
IHK  the  crew  SHhore.  They  took  machine 
guns  and  the  rest  of  the  ammunition, 
there  being  tons  and .  tons  of  it.  and 
what  they  could  not  load  they  destroyed. 
They  blew  everything  up  with  bombs, 
even  three  big  dynamos  used  for  the 
wireless  set.  They  left  us  nothing  to 
eat  except  five  live  pigs  that  belonged 
on  the  island  and  some  rye  flour.  We 
had  cocoanuts  and  fish  through  our  own 
elTorts. 

Tojraffa  la  amall  Boata 
"There  were  four  good  boats  left, 
some  from  the.  Seeadler  and  two  from 
the  Lutece,  but  they  towed  three  to  sea 
and  blew  them  up.  One  was  left  us 
that  had  eight  planks  out  of  the  bot- 
tom, but  they  gave  us  tools  to  fix  it. 
That  took  us  three  days.  Then  we 
started  for  Papeete,  which  was  lOB 
miles  to  the  eastward,  but  after  eight 
days  and  16  hours  on  the  way  could 
not  make  It.  There  were  squalls  and 
rain  all  the  time,  and  though  we  rigged 
a  sea  anchor  by  using  the  mast  and  sail 


and  one  man  had  to  ball  all  the  time 
Wa  floured  we  ware  only  II  to  1>  miles 
from  the  place  when  we  bad  to  run  be- 
fore the  blow.  There  were  three  Kan- 
akaa  and  four  white  men  In  the  boat. 

"It  took  ua  two  daya  to  fix  the  boat 
acaln.  and  September  II,  with  only  four 
men  aboard,  wa  startad  for  Pago  Pago 
and  aaUed  more  tl^in  1,000  mllea  befora 
we  reached  there.  Captain  Smith,  ot 
the  Manila,  was  In  the  boat  with  ua. 
There  were  gales  at  timea.  but  we  aver- 
aged about  ISO  miles  a  day,  and  arrived 
September  19.  Three  days  before  we 
reached  Pago  Pago  the  Seeadler's  motor- 
boat,  with  Count  Alex  In  command,  was 
tilcked  up  at  Suva,  and  I  heard  after- 
ward they  were  taken  to  Auckland,  New 
Zealand.  Three  of  us  eame  hontM  en  the 
steamer  Sierra,  one  man  having  shipped 
on  a  trading  schooner  at  Paga  Paga. 
■bat  mmtk  OavaU 

"On  the  Seeadler  they  w^ere  not  bad 
)n  their  treatment  of  us.  They  said 
they  expected  to  have  peace  with  Rua- 
sia  aoon.  and  if  that  was  the  case  they 

didn't    give   a   d about    the    United 

States.  I  think  most  of  the  men  had 
seen  service — some  of  them  In  tha 
tranches,  and  a  few  of  them  told  us  they 
had  been  at  the  front  two  yeara.  The 
master-at-arms,  I  don't  know  his  name, 
had  several  wounds,  one  of  them  from  a 
British  bayonet,  and  he  said  he  was  one 
of  the  firing  squad  that  executed  Edith 
Cavell. 

"They  had  a  large  quantity  of  iray 
powder  aboard  (it  looked  like  fine  axhes) 
that  was  used  as  a  fog  screen.  When 
it  was  thrown  into  the  water  a  heavy 
vapor  arose  that  looked  like  thick  fog. 
There  were  about  60  drums  of  it  lashed 
on  deck  when  we  were  taken  prisoner. 
They  said  they  had  passed  a  British 
cruiser  off  the  Horn,  and  by  using  the 
fog  screen  and  crowding  the  engine 
made  their  escape.  They  often  tried 
the  pcreen  when  we  were  aboard,  and  it 
se4med  like  the  fog  would  drift  four  or 
five  miles. 

BalatlTaa  la  ■tatas 

"The  chief  officer  of  the  Seeadler,  his 
name  was  Klink,  sal  dhis  mother  and  a 
brother  lived  at  Canton,  O.  The  »hip 
was  outfitted  for  a  year  as  far  as  the 
creW  Wftseonpemed;  and  It  wmr^Btd-slre- 


could  take  care  of  300  prisoners  fur  the 
same  time." 

After  the  Seeadler  was  stripped  Mr. 
Thompson  aays  tha  masts  atcra  blaipui 
down  and  all  wooden  parts,  the  houi>e 
and  decks,  were  burned  and  her  guns 
damaged  by  tha  heat. 

The  Pass  of  iBalmaha  has  been  on  this 
Coast  In  days  of  peace,  having  loaded 
grain  on  Puget  Sound  for  Kurope,  and 
was  one  of  a  well-known  fleet,  having 
the  prefix   Pass.

"Human  nattira  la  tha  aama  evary 
where."  he  aald,  "tha  heart  6f  maa  la 
deceitful  above  all  thlnga  and  daaper- 
ately  wicked,  and  of  Haalf  cannot  pro- 
cure salvation  from  heimre  aad  dam- 
nation. Humanity  la  an  absolute  fail- 
ure when  it  comea  to  thig  queatlon  of 
ealTatlon,  for  aa  It  la  an  impoaalbllity 
for  a  man  to  ralaa  hlotaelf  by  hla  own 
ibootatrapB,  so  mankind  la  unabia  ta 
save  Itaelf  from  the  wages  of  ain 
without  aid  from  without."  . 
'  Ha  dwelt  at  fraquant  intervals  on  a 
description  of  the  unaaved  man,  which 
formed  a  part  of  his  text  for  the  even- 
in?,  the  repetition  of  "animal,  sensual, 
natural  ungodly  men"  seeming  to  give 
him  evident  pleaaure.  This  term  ha 
applied  to  those  who  did  not  agree  with 
him  oa  to  the  neceaalty  of  being  aavad 
by  profaaslon,  er  aa  to  the  Inaplred 
origin  of  the  Bible.

Preliminary  Inveatlgatlons  and  re- 
porta  on  what  parts  of  the  Houthern 
part  of  Saanlch  ahoul<l  be  Jncludcd  In 
the  extension  of  the  clty'a  water  aerv- 
lce were  ordered  to  be  made  at  the 
meeting  at  Royal  Oak  yeaterday  after- 
noon between  VIctorta  and  Saanlch  of- 
ficials. Tha  Inveatlgatlons  and  reports 
will  be  made  at  once  by  City  Engineer 
Rust  and  Municipal  Clerk  Cowper,  of 
Saanlch. 

The  extension  ia  planned  to  meet  tba 
needs  of  tbe  frult-growtng  districts, 
chiefly  Gordon  Head.  It  Is  estimated 
by  frult-growara  there  that  with  Irri- 
gation they  could  raise  two  or  mora 
i  crops  of  berries  a  year.  The  possibili- 
ty of  tha  Introduction  Into  the  district 
of  the  ever-bearing  strawberry  plants 
whioh  produce  from  the  time  the  frost 
lets  up  In  the  Spring  until  the  frost 
starts  In  the  li^ll  Is  stimulating  proper- 
ty owners  of  the  district  to  work  for 
an  Irrigation  service.  They  point  out 
that  the  ever-bearing  plants  cannot  be 
Introduced  without  an  Irrigation  aervlce. 

The  investigations  of  the  two  ofllclals 
will  not  be  limited  to  Oordon  Head  dla- 
trlot,  however. 
«  It  waa  aald  at  the  meeting  yeaterday 
that  the  abandoned  Elk  Lake  water 
worka  of  the  city  would  not  be  used 
In  connection  with  the  scheme,  but  that 
water  would  be  taken  from  the  clty'a 
Hooke  LAke  aervlce.  A  reservoir  will 
likely  be  built  either  on  Chriatmaa  Hill 
or  Mount  Tolmle.

Tell  Committee  at  Ottawa  That 
Untess  Conditions  Improve 
They  Will  Go  Out  of  Busi- 
ness—Costs Too  High, 


OTTA\<rA,  Oct.  24— The  mJlk  com- 
mittee nnlehed  the  examination  of  dairy 
farmers  and  prmlueere  at  tlie  neeslon 
today.  The  witnenea  examined  cor- 
roborated the  evidence  of  the  morntnv, 
emphatically  atatlnc  that  If  better 
prices  were  not  paid  to  the  produear 
for  hia  milk,  and  if  better  conditions 
could  not  be  had,  the  producers  would 
simply  go  out  of  business. 

The  labor  situation  came  In  for  some 
discussion,  conditions  In  the  West  be- 
Inf  characterised  as  moat  serious.  In 
the  western  provinces,  it  was  stated, 
so  many  men  had  enlisted  that  the 
farmers  were  dependent  on  inexperienc- 
ed helpi.  The  hired  help  was  being  paid 
waves  .f  16  per  day  and  board.  Of 
three  factors  to  which  the  Increase  In 
the  cost  of  milk  was  attributed — food, 
labor  aiifl  cows — labor  was  the  most 
oerlous.  It  was  sucgested  by  a  far- 
mer from  Manitoba  that  men  who  ap- 
plied for  exemption  on  thesrround  that 
they  were  required  as  falfm  laborern 
,  nhould  be  made  to  register  so  that  they 
jiilffht  be  oall<>d   upon  at  any   minute. 

An  Ontario  producer  said  that  the 
nost  of  labor  had  increased  <0  per  cent; 
the  cost  of  feed  100  per  cent,  and  the 
cost  of  dairy  cows  60  per  cent. 

Fourteen  or  fifteen  producers  nave  de- 
tailed Information  to  the  committee  and 
they  were  unanimous  In  declaring  that 
Ihere  was  practically  no  profit  to  be 
made  In  the  milk  business  under  pre- 
sent conditions.  The  coat  of  production 
of   a   gallon    of    milk    la    80    cents.

NORTH  SYDNEY,  N.  S.,  Oct.  24.— 
Hon.  G.  H.  Murray.  Premier  of  Nova 
Scotia,  who  has  been  here  for  the  last 
few  days,  when  asked  by  the  Canadian 
Press  for  a  statement  on  the  occasion 
of  Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean  entering  the 
Dominion  Government,   said  In  part: 

"I  have  long  held  the  opinion  that  a 
Union  or  National  Government,  organ- 
ised and  carried  out  on  lines  alike  fair 
and  honorable  to  both  of  the  great  par- 
ties In  this  country,  had  very  much  to 
commend  It.  While  in  Ottawa  recently 
I  was  asked  by  Sir  Robert  Borden  to 
Join  the  Government  about'  to  be 
formed,  but  while  I  expressed  my  sym- 
pathy with  the  movement,  t  pointed 
out  to  him  the  difficulties  which  i  per- 
sonally felt  prevented  me  Joining  the 
Government.  While  unhesitatingly  of- 
fering the  co-operation  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government  of  Nova  Scotia  to  any 
representative  National  Government,  I 
conscientiously  felt  for  many  reasons 
that  the  general  Interests  of  Canada 
and  of  the  Province  would  at  the  pres- 
ent stage  be  best  served  by  oye  of  the 
late  Federal  members  having  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Liberals  of  the  province 
entering  a  government.  This  view, 
then  expressed,  was  confirmed  when  I 
consulted  the  Lierals  of  this  province. 
I  am  pleased  to  observe  that  Sir  Robert 
Borden  adopted  the  course  I  have  re- 
ferred to  and  Invited  A.  K.  Maclean, 
fcho  was  a  leading  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  who  won  for 
himself  a  position  of  prominence,  to 
Join  the  National  Government.

•*Mr.  Maclean  Is  thoroughly  repre- 
sentative of  Nova  Scotia  Liberalism,  is 
actuated  by  a  profound  sense  of  public 
duty  and  will,  I  know,  bring  gr«at  per- 
sonal energy  to  bear  upon  the  solution 
of  any  problems  with  which  he  may 
%)e  confronted. 

"I  admit  this  is  not  a  time  for  re- 
<^rlmln^tlon.  but  perhaps  it  is  well  to 
say  frankly  that  there  was  much  In 
the  record  of  the  Conservative  party 
which  did  not  meet  with  the  approval 
of  Liberals.  I  am  quite  sure  that  It  Is 
a  matter,  of  regret  to  the  Liberals  of 
Nova  Scotia  that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler 
Is  not  participating  in  the  NaUonal 
Government,  for  in  no  provlnre  Is  ho 
held  In  higher  esteem  than  he  Is  by 
the  Liberals  of  Nova  Hcotla.  All  well- 
wishers,  for  Canadian  unity  will  regret 
that  up  to  the  present  Quebec  Liberals 
have  declined  to  co-operate  In  the  Na- 
tional Government.  With  the  dilTerenoe 
on  the  conscription  Issue  settled.
